Tue writer of the Eathér Scroll possessed, if would seem, 
something of poetic instinct. For, towards the end of the 
narrative, so compelling in its human force, be declares that 
the Festival commemorative of the events he records will 
never pass from the memory of Jews. Till now, if basa not, 
Indeed, the Feast of Esther retains a remarkable bho'd upon the 
Jewish beart and conscience, and its recurrence year by year, 
religious decadence notwithstanding, makes its sure appeal to Jews 
generation by geveration. It cannot merely be that 
the disposition in the Jew to rejoice and be merry, and gives 
the authority of a command for bim to joy in bis gladness, bow. 
eyer little circumstances in which he is placed justify that 
attitude. Every Festival is a festival of rejoicing before the Lord, 
Every one of them is a time of gladness, aday on which care and 
sorrow are to be banished from our thoughts, and jubilationts to fill 
our hearts, Nor can it be because associated with Purim isthe 
beautiful custom which seizes at once the interests and the 
imagination of our young, the sending of presents one to another. 
Jews have never been selfish and mean towards those pear to 
them, nor have they ever neglected the many other opportunities 
that present themselves to exhibit their generosity of spirit, 
We must look deeper for the influeuce of Purim. It will be found, 
we think, in the fact that the lessons it teaches, like the evenis 
it memorialises, are neither obsolete nor alien to the present, 
The rise of Haman, his false charge against the Jews in the 
kingdom of Abasuerus, his allegations of their disiovalty, his 
desire that the kingdom should be rid of them—all this reads like 
not ancient but modern history, our own experience bere and 
pow with the Hamans of this very day. And the example of Esther 
the Queen, meeting the charge by asserting her Jewishness 
aud identifying berself with the impugned people—ber victory ou 
these lines is the constant experience before us day after day. 16 
ig not your Marrano Jew in the medieval or the modern 
application of the term, who brings salvation to his people. 
Nur is it the Jew who hides his origin by devious methods, 
and strives to be thought a non-Jew, who forms a shield and 
buckler in our day of trouble. It is the one who, in the 
plenitude of his self-consciousness and drawing strength from the 
righteousness of his cause, faces the powers that be, declares

The Rev. Isidore Harris. 

THE retirement of the Kev. Harris, M.A., from bis 
position as Minister-at the West Loudon Syuagogue of British 
Jews is an event of far more than mere local = importance 
in which respect, indeed, if forms something of a critical happen- 
ing. For Me. HARRis has been a great deal more than the spiriival 
official of a single Congregation. He bas done yeoman service 
for many causes in bebalf of the community at large; and, 
indeed, be has long been recognised as a communal institution 
of great and undeniable value, At the age to which he has 
attained, there can surely be no cavilling at the course he 
bas taken, expecially as it is generally understood that he has 
adopted it on urgent medical advice. Looking back across the 
years during which Mr. Harris bas so lovally and faithfully 
laboured in God's vineyard, and estimating bis work, his 
record has unquestionably been one of putient, steady, earnest 
striving for Jadaism and for Jews. He brought to the Ministry 
not alone lay scholarship of no mean order but, so important to 
emphasise in these daye, a deep knowledge of Jewish literature 
and, best of all, that intrepid spirit which kuew how to derive 
from both branches of learning the utuost that could go to 
the equipment of an Anglo-Jewish Minister. This is neither 
the time nor the place to estimate in detail his life-work. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that, despite his advanced yeurs, ib 
may yet be many a day before that task falls to our lot and, further, 
that his retirement will sensibly conduce to its postpoptment. But 
there can be little doubt that when he is called upon to yield up 
life itself, as be is now compelled to yield up that which bas been to 
bim always his secoud life, unanimously will those who know him 
chorus: “ Well. dove, thou good and faithful servant.” We 
have now but to record the feeling of regret which we know ia 
universal at bis retirement, and express the bope that the days of

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR, 


King Edward VI."

S Sidney Lee has produced an: excellent Royal. biography, 


I stress the word Royal;’ because such a biography must 
necessarily be different in character, and vary from tha‘ 
recording the life of an ordinary individual, although, to 

be sure, all biographies naturally partake of at least one common 
characteristic. Lord Beaconsfield used to gay that all meu 
and women liked flattery, but when you camo to Royalty it wae 
necessary to put it on withatrowel. Similarly, all autobiographies 
need discretion and selection, but a Royal biography evidently 
requires meticulous suppression and careful pruving. If we come to 
think of it, all this is only to be expected. If a man site down to 
write the life of some great man—great in the sense of having lived 
an existence worthy to be memorised, he naturally essays to 
present him to his readers as something if not extraordinary then 
beyond.the ordinary, else why write his biography? And so he 
takes care to wrife about, not the major part of bis life 
with its ordinary conventional doings, ite littlenesses, ite 
humdrum, but concerning the things that he believes sef 
the subject of his work above other men. All this is 
necessarily heightened when the subject ia Royalty. Royalty 
is expected not only to live in a different sphere, but to tread a 
different earth from that of those who are mere subjects , and, indeed, 
the ordinary man or woman in thé street would give little for the 
biography ofa Royal personage that just pictured him as a being with 
precisely the foiblés and fancies indulged in by the average man or 
woman. When Mr. Strachey published his life of Queen Victoria, 
and did here and there let in the light on her littlenesses he alleged, 
there were many who regarded the work as written more in the 
interest of anti-Germanism than for presenting a true picture of 


the Queen, 


Be that ae it may, Sir Sidney Lee hae, with no slight skill, 
pruned and repressed everything concerning the life of King 
Edward which was likely to show him as open to the criticism 
that this King was very mach of a man after all! Many instances 
could be quoted, but take justone. King Edward, from his earliest 
years as Prince of Wales until hie death, was commonly supposed 
to have been on terms of the closest friendship with certain 
Jews; to such an extent that extraordinary stories were long current 
concerning the fayours he accepted from them, and the favourable 
influence he brought to bear in their behalf. Yet an examination of 
Sir Sidney Lees eight hundred pages shows but the most casual 
reference to such people as Baron de Hirsch or the Rothschilds. Isa 
it because it was feared that King Edward’s association with Jews, 
if accurately recorded, would, in some way or another, have tended 
to his prejudice, and it is for that reason the truth has obviously 
been suppressed? If so, one can heartily congratulate those 
responsible for selecting a Jew for the purpose of compiling this 
life who, intensely able in other directions was particularly capable, 
because a Jew himself, for minimising King Edward's connection 
with and his well-known regard for members of our race, 

However, the King’s lifelong triendship—intimate friendship— 
with the Rothschilds, particularly the three brothers at New Court 
(recorded only in a note by the way, when specially referring to 
Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild), is dismissed thus: 


In bis early years the Prince somewhat shocked Queen Victoria 
. and his German kinsfolk by forming a close intimacy with the great 
Jewish financiers, the heads of the Rothschild family—Sir Anthony, 
Baron Lionel, and Baron Meyer. Through life he carried on the 
friendship with the threo Rothschild brothers of his own younger 
generation (Baron Lionel’s sons)—Nathaniel, first Lord Rothschild, 
Mr, Alfred de Rothschild, and Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. He formed, 
too; as close an attachment to these men’s cousins, Baron lerdinand 
de Rothschild, at whose beautiful chateau at Waddesdon, Bucks, he 
was no iufrequent guest, and Baron Alphonse do Rothschild, of Paris, 
_ ghief of the French branch of the family. The Prince's business 
_ instinct enabled him to appreciate the financial acumen of the 
Rothechild clan, but he was more effectively drawn to its members 
by their profuse charity, their range of political information, thein 
hospitalities, their patronage of sport, and their assiduity in collecting 
works of art.

Then, again, there was his intimacy with Baron de Hirsch, 
Everyone knows that it was of the closest. Yet, Six Sidney Lee'd 
biography has only one reference to the Baron in connection with 
King Edward, In that case, too, as in the case of the Rothschilds, it iq 
made to appear a virtue on the part of a king to have been on cerme 
of friendship with Jews, He shocked Queen Victoria anahis German

kinsfolk by hie intimacy with the Rothschilds, we are assured. He 
showed complete indifference to ruffling the susceptibilities of the 
Austrian Court, when he decided to enjoy the hospitality of Baron 
de Hirsch, This sort of thing Sir Sidney Lee thinks displayed King 
Edward's broadminded sympathies, although these did not extend to 
“something of a battue,’ which in five days under the extraordinary 
arrangements made on his estate in Austria by Baron de Hirsch, 
brought down—tbe Prince assisting—11,300 head of game, chiefly 
partridges! We are told that the Prince was attracted to the Baron 
by his “ philanthropic ardour and by his enthusiasm for sport and 
for the turf;" while, in regard to the Rothschilds, he appreciated 
their financial acumen, but was “ more effectively drawn to its 
members by their profuse charity, their range of political information, 
their hospitalities, their patronage of sport, and their assiduity in 
collecting works of art.” Wo are left wondering whether in both 
cases these were really the ooly “ attractions” which the late King 
found in these multi-millionaires, | 

The instances I have given of the suppression which hae been 
60 deftly exercised by Sir Sidney Lee, are sufficient to tell us the 
extent to which thie life of King Edward is truly a picture of him, 
either as Prince, King, or man, It were asking too much, I suppose, 
to expect that it should be ; for the implications that would leap to the 
mental eyes of any reader, were such a description given, do not 
need detailing by me, They aré surely obvious to anyone who gives 
the matter a moment's thought. And yet Sir Sidney Lee's book, even 
apart from its literary value, and even allowing for the fact that the 
boek is much over-loaded with general history, going off from time to 
time to long explanations of political happenings and diplomatic 
positions which do not in the least help ue to appreciate or under- 
stand the better the life with which the book deals, is of great value. 
J would recommend everyone to read it, if only for one thing that 


emerges from its pages. 


It ig a lesson egadly needed by humanity at large, and 
because it deale with a King of England, who for many yeavra 
exercised a peculiarly prominent influence, even for a Prince, 
particularly for the men and women in this great country, Ido not 
refer to the pettiness and the littleness which here and there and 
everywhere throughout this book peep oud, showing what an electro. 
plated sort of thing Royalty and Society on occasion can be, although 
Sir_Sidney Lee always adroitly makes, appear as if the smallness 
were that of someone else and not of King Edward. We could 
laugh merrily over the fussy little nonsenses that, according 
to thie volume, seem to engage the minds of Royalty, to arouse 
their passions and to control their lives. There is Queen 
Victoria, whom Sir Sidney Lee would have us believe possessed 
the wayward, spiteful spirit of a suburban washerwoman, 
determined that everyone, including her eldest son, the heir 
to the throne, should be kept in his place, “and don’t think I’m 
goin’ to stand any liberties from no one.’ Thus she carried on, wa 
are assured, a long drawn-out war, so that information on matters 
of State should be kept from the Prince of Wales, Indeed, according 
to Sir Sidne; Lee, Queen Victoria's worship of the “Private and 
Confidential’ would put to shame our dear departed friend, Mr. 
D. L, Alexander, K.C.! Or we could smile a deep and lasting smile at 
the pedantic “ detailism” of the Prince Consort, whom Sir Sidney 
Lee shows us not as Albert the Good, as we were taught to 
think of him when we were young, but as an insufferable 
bore, an unbending devotee of German preciseness, feeding the 
tyrannical nature of his royal wife,on the one band, and indulging 
his Teutonic passion for discoursing on the fifteenth hair of the 
hind leg of a flea, on the other. For my part, I doubt the correctness 


of much of Sir Sidney Lee's presentation of King Edward’s fathe

a book through in bis life !—and in their bands are placed the destinies 
of men and women and children by the millions, the burdens of 
Kumanity for countless generations, the bopes and the strivings of 
nations of men and women, humanly speaking, for ever.

’ not merely that in these twenty-four, thirty or forty -bands, these 

tremendous ineffable responsibilities bave been placed. It is not only 
that these few individuals were able to control the acts and 
deeds of men who were their creatures and their puppets, because 
they were in high places which they would never have 
inhabited but for the favour of these royal few. It is that oue 
and all of these Royal personages, as Sir Sidney Lee shows us— 
some of them more, some of them less—thought that those 
responsibilities were most adequately fulfilled by the dictates of 
their own personal whims and fancies, their owa personal likes 
and dislikes and the silly, taiserable, petty inanities that apparently 
fill so large a space in Court doings, 

If, for instance, Queen Victoria, because she was passionately in 
love with an echt Deutscher, had not allowed passion for everything 
Teutonic to dictate ber very act and deed, and mould ber every 
thought, if she bad not adopted the very feminine attitude Sir Sidney 
lee tells us she did towards ber beir, would Kiog Edward 
bave revolted from the Germanism of the English Court by seeking 
not only an en‘ente with France, but a policy that would de-Germanise 
English politics? Or, again, if the ex-Kaiser bad possessed the mere 
elements of gentlemanly feeling, iustead of being the arrant 
contemptible cad Sir Sidney Lee assures us be was, if he had not 
behaved with puffed up vanity toward every ot)er monarch and all bis 
royal relatives, if he bad not, in short, been a pusbful bounder, is 
there any question that the bistory of the last ten years would 
never have been? How much responsibility for the -war and for 
what has succeeded it, is to be attached to the fact that 
nephew William nicknamed uncle Bertie a “peacock” (and 
there was just sufficient in the uncle to render the nephew's rude.

_ The Rev. MIOHABL ADLER, the first Minister of the Synagogue, read 
s0me Scriptoral verses. 

The CHIEF RABBI delivered an address, in the course of which he 
sald that after the Bible reading concerning the consecration of the 
Temple, to which they had listenrd, it only remained for him to 
in‘icate, in a few simple words, what it was the synagogue stood 
for in the life of the Jew. The first thing it stood for was 
thie: It reminded them of the fatherhood of God. It reminded 
the Jew that thero was an Eye that seeth all things, an Ear that heareth 
all things, and that all actions were written ina book. They could catch 
of the meantog—of the parpose—of that infinite Power. The 
eye apd the sun were on speaking terms. If they were not, the eye 
contd pet see the sun. Ose Power mast bave fashioned them both, for 
the human eye to understand and to see the sun. There was something 
sun-like ip their eye; there was something God-like in their sou), that 
they con!d anderstand the D vine. It was because the present age did not 
rufficienmtly realise that great truth of the fatherhood of God, that they 
were God's children, that their soul was akin to the Divine Soul, that 
there was so much wandering, 80 much going astray, 80 much uobappi- 
ness. They tived in an age when the waters of materialism threatened 
to overwhelm them. It was ony conviction in the kinship of man to 
God that could ovee more enable them to uvercome these moral dangers, 
Tne second thing the synagogue stood for in the life of the Jew was 


THE BROTHERHOOD OF MAN. 


Worshippers within the walis:f the synagogue must understand the idea 
of brotherhood The old rabbis told them that the stones from which the 
altar was built were called in Hebrew “ peaceful atones.” There was neither 
a hammer, bor axe, nor any tool ofiron beardin the House, whileit wasin 
building says Scripture ; therefore, no controversy, pbouubrotherliness, no 
strife within the house of worship. Otherwise, it ceased to be a sanctuary, 
Tbhatidea of brotherhood was most often not understood outside the houseof 
worship. “Ye shall love the stranger.” It was through the love of the 
stranger that the idea of Humanity was born. Dozensand dozens of times 
was that doty of loving the stranger, the alien, the foreigner, the outlander, 
inculeated upon thew. In this present tweatieth century there seemed 
to be a+trenm of hatred of the foreigner. Against the alien, the foreigver, 
the stranger, they could say anything, they could do anything. They need 
not be logical or fair when they spoke of the alien or the stranger. Tho 
matter had become one for cheap jesting, even in Parliawent. That 
seutiment should make a man asbaw: dof being a citizen of the twentieth 
ecntury. In Jewirb etbics, even ip the case of a crimiuva!, they must respect 
Humanity. Dr. Hertz drew attention to and qnoted the words worked 
on the cover of the lectern of the puipit in which be stood: 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself.” Vhose divine words 
were extended even to the crimiaal condemned to death. Finally, 
the Synagogue stood for Memory. Israel's thoughts went back to 
thovaands and thousands of years ago. The Synagogue taught the Jew 
the meaning of Life—D"N, Life, Judaism taught, was a dua) concer ption. 
There was the life of the moment and that iife which led to lasting 
resulte, worked for others and enabied future generations to live a 
noble and pnre life. Man was a citizen of two worlds, of this world and 
the world of immortality, He was heppy to testify that the men and 
women of the Hammersmith Synagogue bad done well in that direction, 
in the wholebeartedness with which they had thrown themselves into 
the task of reconstructing that Synagogue. Is showed they did not 
live for the moment. They tived for the fature; not for themselves but 
for the futare of the House. of Israel and forthe Diviae Name. It would 


be an example to those who would come after them and a lighthouse to 


those sailing on life’s stormy sea, 

Tho Cnipr RABBI then offered up a Prayer of Consecration and 
pronounced the sacerdotal blessing. 

The Rev. 8 Lipson read the Prayer for the Royal Family. <Alenuw 
and Kaddish were read by the Rev. B. PALETZ. The Choir sang Psaim cl. 
apd the service ended with the sioging by the Rev. E. SrprrRo of “God 
Bave the King.”

Mr. LIONEL SPIBRS (Birmingham). 


Mr. Lionel Spiers, of Birmingham, who passed away last bat urday in 
his seventy-seventh year, after a long period of ill-health, was one of the 
most prominent members of that community, The deceased was for 
many years identified with every comiunal movement in the congrega: 
tion. For some years he represented the congregation at the Deputies, 
and he served at one time or another on practically every charitable and 
educational institution. He was a life-member of the Councll of tho 
Synageguo, and it was io a jarge measure duo to his advice that arrange. 
ments were made to prevent anything fa the nature of a congre gational 
division when the demand arose for the institution of places of worshipot 
@® more rigidly orthodox kind than was in vogue in the matin con- 
gregation. He also helped largely in tho foundation of the local 
organisation for the co-ordination of charity, which has been suc- 
cessfally working now for some years. Mr. Spiers took the deepost 
interest in the Hebrew Schools in connection with the synagogue, at 
which he had himself received bis earliest education. Until a fow years 
ago he held the office of Chairman, and be matotained his interest in the 
schools up to the end. He was also Treasurer—and a generous sub. 
acriber—to the local Queen's Hospital which owes to him its Etectrical 
Massage Department and Cardiograph Installation. His donations to 
charity were many and substantial. When the War Memortal was insti. 
tuted, he subscribed the handsome stim of £1,000, and more recently he 
has given, although a strenuous opponent of Zionist activitios, a large 
donation to the Hebrew University in Jerusalem: Only a short time ago, 
he donated £500 in response to a special appeal.for the. LBatiding 
Fand of the Queen's Hospital. Tho decoased was a man of con- 


siderable literary and musical attainments, and in» his younger days was 
‘a ‘collist of no mean ability. He was the last surviving child of the late 


Mr. N. C. Spiers, and was a membor of a family that had boon settled in

- The faneral was on Tuesday afternoon. There attended Brig.-Gen, 
Sir John Barnsley, Mr. John Glaisyer, Mr. W. E. Adiard, and Mr. H. 
Lucas, representative of the Queen's Hospital, representatives of 
the Congregation, Benevolent . Board, Freemasons, and many other 
bodies.

Throughout 
bis career he identified himself closely with every local institution which 


sought the welfare of his people. He wasa Life Member of the Synagogue 


‘Council, and served on practically every educational and charitable 


committee, Nearest to his heart were the Hebrew Schools. When they 
padsed under Government control, he became the firat Chairman of thé 
Fouodation Managers and beld the office with marked ability until a few 
‘years ago when be handed it over to the present writer. But to the very end 
his keen interest in the Schools remained unabated, It may be truly said 
of Lionel Spiers that he falfilled the exhortation, ‘ Honour the Lord with 
thy wealth,” for he was a most generous supporter of local institutions, 
Jewish and non-Jewish. At the time of his death he was Treasurer of 
the Queen's Hospital, and one of his last acts was to send a munificent 
Contribution to an appeal which it had just issued, In his personality 
he combined the best traits of the Jew and the Eoglishman. Fortunes 
did not spoil him. He was kind, genial, and unaffected to all, so that all 
sections of the community respected him. He was a widely read man, 
both in Jewish and general literature. He loved books, and much of hig 
leisure was devoted to reading. His favourite novelists were Meredith 
and Henry James, a preference which is an index to his cultured taste, 
He was likewise an ardentlover of music, Until stricken down by illness, 
he was a regular attendant at concerts and discussed them with fine 
disorimination. His life was a full and worthy one; and now that he has 
gone to his rest, his memory will long be cherished and his name 
honoured. To his widow and family, the sympathy of the Birmingham 
community is tendered with wholehearted sincerity.—From the Rey Dr.

Dr. Philipp Hauser, who passod away recently at Madrid in his 
ninety-third year, was one of the most prominent physicians and medical 
scoholarsin Spain. Tho decoasod who was born at Nidas, Hungary, firs} 
practised as a physician at Tangtor. At the time of the war betweon

JBNUDA 
(Translated from the Hobrew by Nina Salaman.) 

The sweet singer in Israel, whom ber people mourn, lived to see her 
volume on Jehuda Halevi, upon which tho last years of her noble life 
were spent. In the poems of that great mediwval sou! she found the out- 
pouring of a spirit akin to her own. Heart answered to heart. In Spain, 
in the twelfth century, Jehuda Halevi sang the songs of Zion, his muse 
kindled by a deep religions fervour. Nina Salaman sang the songs of exile 
in twentieth century England. Hebrew scholarship and a Jewish heart, 
and that deep piety that is born of humility, formed her equipment. Halevi’s 


studies, pursued with the object of vindicating Judaism against the 


pretensions of Mohammedan teachers tn cultured Spain, found expression 
in that passionate longing for a Jewish environment which seems to te 
the dominant note of his poetry. Nina Salaman strove to create her own 
Jewish environment in England, in her home, in her circle, in her com- 


Munity, Jehuda Halevi died tn Frets Yisracl, within sight of the Temple 


whose glories he had sung. NinaSalaman went to meet God with a smile 
upon her countenance, her eyes turned towards the beautiful garden of 
her country home which her radiant influence had transformed into an 
earthly Paradise. How well does Rabbinical thought express it, when it 
compares the influence of such a woman upon her home to a halo whicb 
hovers over the dwelling. | 

- Nina Salaman spent a happy childhood? Hers was a real Jewish 
home, its atmosphere pure and spiritual, and from a tendér age hor 


father had imbued her with a love of things Jewish. Arthur Davis, whom 
we rightly commemorate from year to year, was a rare type of English 


ew. Erudite and cultivated himself, he found one of his chief delights 
in the training of his daughters, stimulating their hearts to catch the 
spirit of Hebrew poetry and totnterpret it, - Side by side with this literary 
upbringing, there went that old-world piety, which made the synagogue 
and its liturgy familiar to their ears almost from infancy. What a grand 
memorial to a man to have his spirit live on in his children! To have 
lived lovug enough to hear their voices chanting the songs of Israel, to 
have read their beautiful translations of Israol’s sacred liturgy! Sucha 
man goes to his rest ab peace with God, secure in the faith that he hat 


reared a monument that cannotcrumbleaway. Had Arthur Davis notleft 


us that great contribution to the translation of the Festival Services by 
which we revere his memory, his would ever remain a name to be vene- 
rated for the part he played in the Hebrow education of his daughters. 

This Hebrew environment and home influence, fostered by theix 
mother and their father’s love, quickiy determined the bent of the mind 
of Nina Salaman. She heard the cal! to sing the songs-of Israel. Still in 
her girlhood she discovered her gift of song, and the columns of Tur 
JEWISH CHRONICLE of thirty years ago testify to the power and charm of 
her early work. The kinship between berelfand the great Hebrew poets of 
the Middle Ages, with Gabirol, Kalir, Jehuda Halevi, and the rest, was 
already being felt, and though her lhterary career covers a period of 
thirty years, there is the same consistent strain running right through it, ' 
Her great work, “Songs of Exile,” which soon gave her a world-wide 
reputation as the Queen of Hebrew Poetry, and her last work on Jehuda 
Halevi, sealed almost with the hiss of deatb, are both alike in this, that the 
same brave sweetness permeates them both. “Songs of Exile” was the 
emanation of a soul overflowing with intense Jewish feryour, which 
geemed to live over again the passion and the longing of her people, 
straying in many lands, sighing for the quiet and peace of Israel's home- 
land. Her Jehuda Halevi exhibits the same passion, the same fervour, 
the same longing, but the soul is deeper, the passion more vivid, the 
fervour even more intense, The young woman, in the early heyday of 
her youth, with ail the world before ber, has given place to the wife and ; 
mother, acquainted with sorrow and chastened by pain and suffering. If 
it be true that “ Whom the Lord loveth He chastenctb,” then ina very 
true sense she was the darling of God. . 

Her literary activity was not restricted to her translations. She had 
distinct originality, and whether in her letters to the press on Jewish and 
other subjects, or her prose contributions to journals, or in her penetra- 
ting reviews of Jewish works, she revealed herself as the possessor of” 
a style of singular felicity and a ready command of pure diction, In the 
ofa JEWISH QUARTERLY Revinw—whose cessation Jewish scholarship’ 
will never cease to recret—she found many opportunities for the display

of her Jewish scholarship and her literary gifts. It was a bappy 
inspiration, too, that suggested her as the writer of the “Arthur Davia 
Lecture,” two years ago, when she produced that derightfal little book 
on Rahel Morpurgo and tho contemporary Hebrew poets iu Italy. 
Writing in that volume on a subject dear to her heart, she made the 
poetess live again, and gave us the portrait of a scholarly woman not 
unlike herself. A book which has had a deservedly large circulation and 
which is a perennial fount of joy, she called “Apples and Honey.” It ia 
a Jowish anthology, compiled primarily for boys and girls and designed 
to inspire them to. read Jewish literature and to enjoy it. Its scope is 
wide and comprebenatve, covering thé vast field of writers, both ancient, 
modieval, and modern, who bave contributed to the interpretation of 
the Hebrew genius. She was well fitted to garner in this field, and ber 
experience in the teaching of hor own children bad « quipped her with a 
knowledge of the needs of the youthfal mind and the way to meet them. 
For she always wrote with a purpose— to glorify Israel's God and to preach 
Judaism. To her the themes were greater than herself; she was but the 
vehicle of their expression. She bad a mission for which she lived. 
Bome years ago sho spoke to the undergraduates in the synagogue at 
Cambridge a simple address suggested by the Bible story of Jacob and 
Esau, but charged with an inspiring message which went right to the 
hearts of those who heard it. For, all unconsciously perhaps, she was @ 
true preacher, her study, her home, and, above all, her life, boing her 
pul pit. 

A memorial address delivered at a memorial service cannot seek to 
pay an adequate tribute to the literary genius of Nina Salaman. Other 
lips in other places have spoken and will speak of that phase of her 
mahy-sided career. Loving pens have written already, and others more 
competent than I will write, of the debt which Jowish learning is proud 
to acknowledge to her industry and her talents. We gather here to-day 
im thts House of God, wherein she worshipped with her family in love 
and devotion, to lament her early passing from our midst and to praise 
her as the perfect type of Jewish womanhood. To say that the place of 
Nina Salaman cannot be filled would be to use an expression that hag 
littie meaning. For, in reality, there was no ono place that she filled, 
She was in herself a unique personality. She was as a bright halo in 
whose light we rejoiced fora season. “Her soul was like a star that 

“ Bhe bad a voice whose sound was like the ses 
Pure as the vaked heaven, majestic free, 
She travelled on life's common way in cheerfal god!limess,”’ 
If one wishes to institute comparisons, she must be likened to one of 
those women in history who formed a salon, gathering around them men 
and women, old and young, of different interests and diverse opinions, 
bringing them all within the benign influence of her radiant charm. 
Her home in the country, in the peaceful surroundings of Hertfordshire, 
was the nearest approach to a Jowish literary salon that we in this 
country possess. Many of us cherish grateful memories of visits paid 
to that home, proud of the privilege of sharing for a time the harmony 
and love that reigned there. The atmosphere was Jowish, the conversa- 
tion elevatiog and spiritual. Husband, wife, andchildren had created a 
temple, and the Shechina seemed to rest upon it. Whata happiness it was 
to us in our Cambridge days to be admitted to that circle, to breathe the 
serenity of that home, to hear the charm of that voice, and to see the 
light of those eyes. It is true that the heart is reflected in the counten- 
ance. Nina Salaman, to the grandeur of heart and mind, added her rich 
dignity of personal beauty. She was in truth one whom the Bible 
describes as PDN Nature had endowed her with gifts in 
rich profusion. She was beautiful to look upon, she had unspeakable 
charm, her bearing was queenly, she presented a type of womanhood 
the like of which cannot be excelled. Such qualities as she possessed 
are raro at any time, their combination in the same person is un'que. 
The natural consequence was seen in the friendships she formed with 
men and women within and without the community. Many of our literary 
men were bound to her by ties of love, and she counted among her best 
friends most of those great souls who have enriched the pages of our 
Jewish literature. It was her delight to collaborate with some of them in 
the translation of the Machzor, and by the hospitality of her home and 
her correspondence she kept in personal touch with the literary mind of 
Jewry. 
Longing I sought Thy “ry perp 
Lord, with my whole heart did 1 call and pray, 
And going out. towards Thee 
1 found Thee coming to me on the way.”’ 
We commenced with this quotation. It expresses the aspirations of this 
noble life. She longed for the presence of God, with her beart she called 
and prayed, she went out to meet God, and God was coming to meet her, 
This is the story of her life. It comes home to us in all its pathos when 
we recall the heroism of her last days. A few years ago the sad truth 
was revealed that God would soon take her to Himself. Her devoted 
husband had already gauged the fatal secret of her iliness. One wonders 
which to admire more, the tenderness and devotion with which he 
watched, during those anxious years, the fair flower fading and drooping, 
or the patience and resignation with which she endured her sufferings, 
and quietly went on with hor work. Hermind lost none of its vitality, 
her heart glowed with its accustomed warmth, her interest in her home, 
her family, her friends, and her work, remained the same, As though 
she divined that God was coming to meet her, she went forward to meet 
Him. She had a task which she wished to cOmplete, her work om 
Jehuda Halevi, projected years before. Her loving hands were able to 
hold the volume as it went forth to the world, and when the Angel of 
Death came to her she was ready, and witha kiss on her lips she and 
her God whom she had served with so much devotion, were united im 
eternal embrace. Her work on earth was done, there were no regrets, 
no chafing at the dispensation of an inscrutable Providence ; she ! 
the world with the same calm serenity and peace which she had 
radiated everywhere during her all too brief pilgrimage upon earth.

By making every 
sacred rite lovely and lovable—the home ceremonial, the Hebrew 
lessons to the children, the song of praise, piety itself in all its 
phases. When these are beautifie!, God is beautified; when, that 
is to say, life also assumes this same charm. With her it 
did; in her generous jadygment of others, her ready benevolence, 
her whole self-reatisation, in terms of goodoess and grace. Towards the 
end she expressed her gratitude for ber many friendships—friendships of 
tho village, the shop, the drawing-room, the university. As though she 
could do »ught but win friends everywhere! She seemed unconscious of 
ber fascination, as she was uoconsclous that though she was served, she 
was aservant. Which of us that served her bus thought it a privilege ? 
Which of us ever parted from ber without a sense that she bad indeed 
beautified God, the ideal, toas? Maca of this eff ct was produced simply 
by her being, but much of it by her doing. She worked hard. I thiok 
Chiefly of one aspect of her diligence—diligence meant love before it came 
to mean industry. She used ber dictionary as well as the light of love when 
she studied her adored Jehuda Halevi. Hence her accuracy was as 
notable as ber tosight. She recognised the worth of simple faith, bat she. 
Was no obscurantist. “ Dissipate the ignorance in yourselves,” she told. 
ber fellow-Jewesses, if they would avoid the world’s mMisuuderstanding of 
Judaism. Yes, she was wise. But she knew a greater fact than wisdom, | 
& greater fact of which beauty is the index—bappiness, The Diving 
Spirit, she would quote, rests on us in our fairest juys.

Tio bave been the 
colleague of this “sweet singer in Israel” evem once was sufficient to 
realine her wondrous artistry, to appreciate her vivid senas of ail the 
puauces of rhythm and colour and melody and harmony. Mrs. Redoliffe 
Balaman was an inspiration, and a needed inspiration, to Angio- 
Jewry. She proved indixputably that there was a place for Zion in 
Evgitehry and there was a place for Eagiishry in Zion—timely seetimony 


for those who deubted or refnted the possibility of both, To her, Zionism: 
seomed to be no creation of Congresses, or Organisations, or Programmen,. 
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they seemed rather the creations of Zioniam. To her, Zioniam, in tho 
memorable words of the Chief Rabbi, was “as.old as the Book of Isaiah 
and the 137th Pealm.” Her consummate firat-hand knowledge of the 
“Zionides” «f ber people enabled her to rea'ixe that, as with Jebudah 
H«levi, whom she has immortatised jn Eaglish verse, Zion and Fret: 
Yisrael were no abstract metaphors, but aubstantial actuasitics— 
possessed, lost, aud to be regained. Endowed throngh scholarship with 
a vital sense of the contionity of Hebhraiam, she did not regard 
Hebrew Literature as closed with the TN and re-opened with tho 
latest Hebrew Jonrnal. Chrracteristically, one of her earlieat

West London Synagogue Association,

ADDRESS BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 


On Thursday of last week the Chief Rabbi of the British Empiro roaq 
& paper to the West London Synagogue Association in the Goldsmid 
Memorial Hall of the Synagogue, on “The Oldest Code of Laws in the 
World.” It was, said the speaker, compiled by Hammurabi, the con. 
temporary of Abrabam, who lived four hundred years before the time of 
Moses. The idea that Moses bad based bis legislation on this earlier code 
was entirely wrong. The Babylonian civilisation represented in the laws 
of Hammurabi was very much more advanced than that of the early 
(sraclites, but the lattor was very mach more moral than that of the 
Babylonians, The law of love which permeated the Mosaic code was 
absent from the earlicr laws that drew cruel caste distinctions between 
the upper and the lower classes. But the Hammurabian code threw an 
interesting light on some of the Mosaic laws, as for instance on Exodus 
xxi, 28-31, and on Deuteronomy xxiv, 6 Delitzsch’s famous leoture on 
“Babel und Bibel” was based on a profound misconception, and tho 
Statement that writing bad not been introduced in the time of Moses 
was proved to be wrong by the discovery of the Hammurabian code 100 
years earlior than the time of Moses: 

Mr. H. 8. Q. Henriques, K.C., Chairman of the Council, presided 
and spoke of the great esteem in which the Ohief Rabbi was beld on 
account of his great learning and brilliant abilities. 

The Kev, Mornis Josep, Chairman of the Association, proposed a 
vote of thanks to Dr, Hertz who, he said, had so kindly, amidst his many 
pre-occupations, consented to lecture before their society. He and Dr. 
Hertz had always been un the friendliest terms possible. His appearance 
among them was a red-letter day in history of their synagogue. 

The Rey. IsipoReE HARRIS said that there was present that evoning 
one of the leading members of the United Synagogue (Mr, Albert M, 
Woolf), who had come in the hope of hearing Dr. Hertz speak in the 
Synagogue itself, That ~as not possible because their lectures wero 
always delivered in the hall, but be hoped that the ti: was not far 
distant when the Chief Rabbi would make his way into the synagogue 
itself, and they would have the pleasure and advantage of hearing Lim 
apeak from the pulpit.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 
4 CCLXXX.—Kismet. 


My Dear Cousin, 

Kismet is said to be a Persian word meaning fate, and denoting that 
man is a mere creature of blind forces, and that his destiny is marked out 
forhim. This attitude to lifeis very prevalent in the East, and is carried 
so far that when an Indian native misses a train he simply cries “ Kismet,” 
and waits twenty-four hours for the next. But the cult was not limited 
to the East; it was part and parcel of the heathen creeds of antiquity, 
leading in most cases to pessimism. In noble words gifted minds expressed 
the belief; A:schylus was the great poet of fatalisam, who taught that 
everything happens according to the inexorable will of Zeus. Fatalism 
argued that if man is but the victim of fate, why do anything? If man's 
destiny is arranged for him, what is the use of striving, and what can he 

do better than eat and drink and, as it is called, “ enjoy himself?” 
The history of Jewish thought is not without its pessimistic ‘pages. 
There was Job, the individual pessimist, and Ecclesiastes, the social 
: pessimist. In later ages a sort of modified Kismet was taught in some 
a circles—that life is ordained for man not by blind forces but by God. 
Ben Asai, who lived in the first century, said that a man gets what is 
his due ; is called by the name destined for him; reaches the position it 
is intended he shall reach ; and no one is overlooked by God, and no one 
can obtain what is somebody else’s portion. God devises all things; a 
man does not even cut his finger unless it be ordained from above. 


JD ON NON WAND OW PN). It is in this 
spirit that we are told how God showed Abraham the whole history of his 
people, their destiny, and their sufferings. Even the Psalms would seem 
to lend weight to this sort of divine Kismet: “Except the Lord build the 
house, they labour in vain that build it; except the Lord keep the city, 
the watchman waketh but in vain.” 

A passionate faith in God was the result. Many a poor Jew to-day, 
especially if he is a chassid, casts his burden on the Lord as on a loving 
Father. “The Lord will provide: it may not be my time, it may not be 
thy time, but yet in His own time the Lord will provide! ” These words 
of a Hymn well known in certain Bethels aptly expresses the Jewish 
Divine Kismet. 

Nevertheless it cannot be gainsaid that the main trend of Jewish 
thought has always been the very opposite of Kismet. The Jewish view 
is that man is free to ‘mould his fate. The late W. E. Henley may be 
said to have put the Jewish view succinctly when he wrote: “I am the 
Master ofmy Fate, | am the Captain of my soul.” In Jewish teaching 
man’s destiny is in hisown hands ; he can make what he likes of bis life. 
“ Who is strong?” a passage in the Aboth asks, and the answer is sigaifi 
cant: “He who completely controls himself.” The Talmud says there are 
six things that serve a man, of which three, at first glance, he can control, 
and three which he cannot. He can control his mouth, his hands, his 
feet; but he cannot control his eyes, for he sees what he does not want 
to see; nor his ears, for he hears what he does not want to hear; nor his 
nose, for he smells what he does not want to smell. Yet, the Talmud 
continues, even these three he can conquer if he so desires. There is a 
charming story told in Rabbinic literature to explain the indent on man’s 
upper lip. Just before the soul is about to enter the body at birth, an 
angel shows it its destiny, and admonishes it in this wise: “Choose the 
lot of the righteous ; regard yourself as being always imperfect and there- 
fore as leaving room for improvement; remember that God is the source 
of purity, that his servants are pure and that your soul is pure.” With 
that the angel strikes him gently with his thumb on the upper lip, in 
order that he may forget the vision as a reality, and the stroke makes the 

? indent which all human creatures show on their upper lips. 
It was no less a person than Rabbi Akiba who said: “ Everything is 
33 foreseen, yet freedom of choice is given.” That is the essence of the 
' Jewish view—that freedom of choice is given. The Talmud goes go far as 
se to say that the righteous destroy God’s decision—a bold picture, but an 
o eminently optimistic one. Neither good nor evil come from above, the 
§ Rabbis declare in another place; both are the result of our deeds. 
e Finally, it may not be out of place to recall the comforting words in the 
Tephillah for the Solemn Season, that prayer, charity, and penitence may 


4 change the Divine decree. NN I 
by It all means one thin : that far from being a pessimistic business, 
life is full of optimism. is worth while; it means action, enterprise, 
getting things done. Kismet leads to passivity, laziness and inaction; 
it retards the progress of civilisation ; it is a stumbling-block to economic 
development; it hinders man’s capacity to conquer nature; it stresses 
not life but death. Nevertheless there are pessimists in Western Europe 
to-day, and there is no denying that the doctrine of Kismet has had some 
very attractive prophets, chief of whom perhaps was the genial Omar. 
His devotees will recall the quatrain, 


'Tis all a Chequer Board of Nights and Days, 
Where Destiny with Men for Pieces plays; 
Hither and thither moves, and mates, and slays, 

And one by one back in the Closet lays. 


This was written a good long time before the war; the experience 
of the war have unquestionably added to the number of those who share 
Omar’s opinion. I daresay there are Jews among these neo-pessimists. 
Yet these Jews must have forgotten one of the cardinal principles of 
Judaism, the freedom of the soul, which mark it off in a high degree from 
most other faiths, including probably Christianity. Iam not at all sure 
whether Christian doctrine teaches the freedom of soul to the same 
extent and with such passionate zeal as does Jewish doctrine. Iam not 
at all sure that there is not an actual dash of Kismet in the Christian 
attitude to life :

A case may even be made out for the whole doctrine of monasticism on 
the basis of Kismet. But the Jewish view is that man can mould life, 
that striving is worth while not only for the individual but for the com. 
munity. In so far as there isa striving for the betterment of the world 
in the political and social spheres, that is an expression, possibly an 
unconscious expression, of the Jewish point of view. In Kismet you may 
ask: Why do anything? Why help the poor and the suffering, since their 
lot was ordained in advance? Or why send your children to school, 
since it was ordained in advance whether they will be learned or 
ignorant? The Jewish view is far otherwise. It takes a joy in life. 
Jewish custom has provided a blessing, thanking God for the sight ofa 
beautiful tree, or a beautiful person, at seeing thunder and lightning, at 
seeing & king’s majesty. Even the moon is blessed; and despite the 
dash of superstition which is probably associated with the practice, it 
may be looked upon from one point of view as an expression of the 
appreciation of the beauty of nature. Is not the New Moon one of the 
loveliest sights of creation? So the Jew has a blessing for it. 

Perhaps Jewish optimism may account for the intensity of Jewish 
energy. The Jew must be up and doing ; as one witty observer declared, 
the Jew must be “managing” something. If he cannot “manage” a 
State, he tries his hand at “ managing” a Chevrah. You will find Jews 
managing concerts for charities (their number just now is legion). Since 
Sweet Charity lends unlimited scope to quiescent energies, there are 
nowhere 80 many charities as among Jews. One reason, no doubt, is that 
the Jews are kind-hearted; the other is that the Jew must be doing 
something. His outlook on life, with its hopefulness and its undreamt of 
possibilities, spurs him on to action. He scorns the gospel of Kismet, 
with ites pessimism and its Quietism. Give him optimism ; it is the very 
breath of his nostrils.

‘Shechita Boards and “ Opposition.” 


From Mr. M. C. Wolfson. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


S1rn,—As a Shochet, I do not relish a clash of pens with so illustrious 
and learned a person as your correspondent, Rabbi I. J. Yoffey, of Man. 
chester, but while concurring in some of his views I would be failing in 
my daty to thousands of orthodox Jews in London, for whom I slaughter, 
if I did not refute some quite erroneous statements he makes in the 
course of his letter. 

As one of the “opposition ” Shochetim in London, I write from first- 
hand knowledge, and what is true of the Metropolis is equally true of the 
other big Jewish centres. Rabbi Yoffey is under the impression that 
“opposition ” Shechita undertaking is of a beterodox nature, opposed to 
the Rabbinical code of laws, in fact of such a nature as to undermine the 
power of the local Beth Din. Fortunately, he is mistaken, for the most 
orthodox Jews are among those for whom the “ oppositions "cater. More- 
over, as in London, the “ opposition” Shech:ta are under the supervision 
of some of the greatest Rabbonim in the land. 

To say that the “ oppositions” cater for butchers who have had their 
licences revoked or refused is not only untrue, but unfair, for the London 
Board of Shechi‘a knows quite well that such butchers were not served 
by the “ opposition ” at its (the Board's) own réquest.; 

At the same time, I concur in Rabbi Yoffey’s view that all cannot be 
well with two distinct organisations, and I shall therefore attempt to 
answer his query, “ How do these ‘ oppositions’ arise?” 

Firstly, because the butchers, and consequently the public, do not 
obtain the necessary service, and, secondly, because the main purpose 
for which Boards of Shechita were instituted—that is to maintain 
a high standard of Kashruth—hbas given way to one of finance, to a 
policy of hoarding enormous sums of money. Then, what is to be done 
with a Shochet who, as Rabbi Yoffey says, is without a situation? Shall 
one who has given the best part of his life to the study of the Torah 
and the noble and responsible art of Shechita, be expected to take 
to the tailor’s press-iron, or become a street-trader, because of some 
old and silly rules existing in the Constitutions of these Boards of Shechita” 
In London, there are not more than half a dozen “opposition” Shochetim, 
who could easily be absorbed by the Board with its huge funds, but, 
instead, the Board thinks it better to lose hundreds of pounds weekly, and, 
in a remorseless attitude, stoop to undignified methods in trying to oust 
the “ oppositions.” 

The London “opposition” does not exist in real opposition to the 
local Beth Din, and the same can be ssidoftheotherstoo. I speak quite 
authoritatively when I say that they are prepared to close down a 
flourishing concern in the interests of unanimity of purpose if the Beth 
Din and Board of Shechita take a saner view of their demands, and fulfil 
the command JOY TMN ‘Mm. That is the only solution to the problem.

Studies In Judaism. 


“ STUDIES IN JUDAISM: THIRD SERIES,” by the late Professor Solomon 
Schechter (Jewish Publication Society of America, Philadelphia), covers 
the full range of the author's literary activity from the early years of his 
life in England to his last days in the New World. The idea of the issue 
of the papers collected in this volume as a third series of “ Studies in 
Judaism ” originated with the late Mrs. Schechter. Three of the essays, 
viz.. “As Others Saw Him,” “On the Study of the Talmud,” and “The 
Talmud” have already appeared in places not readily accessible now to 
the general reading public. Three other papers. viz., “Jewish Saints in 
Mediwval Germany,” “ Abraham Geiger,” and“ Zunz” are published here 

‘for the first time from the author’s manuscript. For the essay entitled, 
“ Notes on Jewish Philanthropy,” acknowledgment is rendered to Rabbi 
Jacob Bosniak, one of his pupils, who with devotion and skill collated 
the notes taken by himself and other students of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America with the notebook of the lecturer. In offering 
these papers to the public, the editors, Professor Alexander Marx and 
Mr. FI. Shechter, are justified in their confidence that the vigour of style. 
the originality of thought, and the depth of learning displayed in these 
essays will speak for themselves and will insure for this third series of 
“Studies in Judaism” the same cordial welcome which greeted both of 
its predecessors. 


Jewish Music. 


The approach of Purim provides an opportunity for a commendatory 
reference to “THE Book OF ESTHER: TEXT AND TRADITIONAL CANTIL- 
LATION,” by the Rev. A. Perlzweig (Routledge). This work contains the 
complete rendering of the ‘‘ Megillah” in its traditional setting—the full 
Hebrew text, Neginoth, and melodic variations. Dayan H. M. Lazarus 
contributes a prefatory note, in which he points out that this setting 
provides the student with an authoritative, correct rendering, accentuation 
and phrasing for the pr.octical student of the Cantor's art, and the 
research student outside the synagogue with a basis for comparative 
study. 
competent master which many will gladly welcome. 


“FACTS AND THEORIES RELATING TO HEBREW Music,” by Mr..Arthur 
M. Friedlander (Harold Reeves, 210, Shaftesbury Avenue), is a reprint of 
the paper read at one of the meetings held in connection with the 
Centenary Celebration of the Royal Asiatic Society, July 19th, 1923. The 
essay includes a reproduction of an early Hebrew manuscript, containing 
neums (in Mr. Elkan Adler’s collection of Genizah fragments). The frag- 
ment consists of a poem, the acrostic of which points to Amr ibn Saha! as 
the author. Amr lived in the beginning of theeleventh century. Follow- 
ing the poem is a quotation from Isaiah Ix., 1. The date assigned to the 
music is the end of the twelfth or thirteenth century. Mr. Friedlander 
is of the opinion that this is the only Hebrew manuscript containing 
neums that has yet been discovered. 


Systematic Giving. 


“THINE INCREASE,” by Mr. P. W. Thompsou (Marshall Brothers) is 
entirely concerned with the subject of systematic giving. The title of 
the book is derived from Deuteronomy xiv., 28, 29, “Bring forth all the 
tithe of thine increase... . that the Lord thy God may bless thee.” 
This modest work is an attempt to remove obstacles from the path of 
those who desire or ought to desire to honour God and serve their fellow- 
men by systematic-giving. In its pages there is indicated a system of 
giving adapted to the case of those who are honestly able to plead poverty 
in this matter, such system being derived from sources purely Scriptural. 
But for the great majority of readers the customary standard of the tithe 
is the one inculcated. This book is assured of a kindly reception like 
that accorded to the author’s previous notable work, “ The Whole Tithe.” 


Fiction. 


“THE TOWER OF DAVID,” by Mrs. Elma Ebriich Levinger (Bloch. 
Pablishing Co., New York), is a volame of stories designed to be of service 
for the programme of Jewish women’s organisations. All the stories 
treat of one or another phase of Jewish life.

“ANDERS ZORN” is the third number in the series of *‘ Modern 
Masters of Etching,” published by “The Studio.” 44, Leicester Square.

Although he would bring to the copper a painter's vision, he developed 
with bis etching-needle an expressive linear manner in which light would 
be suggestively vibrant, and so entirely was this his own that he won a 
distinguished and indisputable place in the front rank of the master- 
etchers. Like its predecessors, this attractive work contains an Intro- 
duction by Mr. Malcolm C. Salaman, and includes twelve plate reproduc- 
tions of examples of Zorn’s art. 


Periodicals. 


“THe PALESTINE WEEKLY” (Jerusalem), has issued a Special 
Tourist Number, the second of the proposed series. The present number 
does not follow strictly the well-worn tradition of providing visitors to 
the country with such literature as aims to show what the land was in 
the past, and what it still possesses of its pristine glory. It attemps 
rather to describe briefly the most salient points in the life of the present- 
day Palestine, with regard to archeology, industry, commerce, agricul- 
ture, communications, and civics. It includes a signed article by Professor 
Naham Slousch on “ Archwological Work in 1924.” 


“THe REVIEW OF RELIGIONS,” edited by Mirza Bashir Ahmad and 
Mr. A. R. Dard (68, Melrose Road, Southfields), isin reality not a new 
magazine, although it is described as the first number of volume one. It 
has been issued from Qadian, India, for the last twenty-fonr years. In 
its present form, it may be regarded as the outcome of the “Conference 
on Some Living Religions within the Empire,” held last autumn.

Union of Literary Societies. 


LECTURE ON “PHILO.” 


Under the auspices of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, Dr. 
Edwyn Bevan lectured on Sunday at Jews’ College, on “ Philo and the 
Background of HelJenistic Ideas which Influenced his Philosophy.” Mr. 
ERNEST L. FRANKLIN, J.P., presided. | 


Dr. BEVAN said that the interest of Philo and other representatives 
of Hellenistic Judaism for modern Jews and all students of antiquity lay 
in the fact that he represented a type of Judaism which had ceased to 
exist. After the antagonism between the Jewish community and the 
Roman Empire and the rise of Christianity, Judaism defensively shut 
itself in, took on a harder kind of shell, and dropped that part of its older 
tradition which had been represented by the Greek-speaking Jews 
of the dispersion. Of the literature of Hellenistic Judaism the most 
extensive was the religious and philosophical writings of Philo of 
Alexandria. The Jews of the dispersion, in the lands all round the 
Mediterranean, together with the Jews who remained in the Holy Land, 
formed & very large element inthe Roman Empire. About seventy in every 
thousand persons were Jews. In Egypt the proportion of Jews was even 
higher, and outof a total population of seven and a half million about one 
million were said to have been Jews. The Jewish community in Alexandria 
formed a kind of little State within a State, with its own Senate and 
rulers. That large body of Egyptian Jews was Greek-speaking, and that 
was one of the reasons which differentiated them so much from the 
Jews of later centuries. Everywhere the Jews in that part came into 
contact with Greco-Roman civilisation, and the more worldly sections 
were attracted by its fascination and drawn away from their ancestral 
traditions. One of the reasons why Philo was so extraordinarily interest- 
ing to them to-day was because they saw in his writings the resultof attem pts 
which had been made to combine the religious tradition of Israel with 
the Greek tradition of thought and philosophy. He was interested in 
the rules which governed the soul life, and they might say that he was 
the earliest of those introspective thinkers who set out to give a 
régime for the cultivation of the inner life. In the earlier religion of the 
Bible religious experience was obtained in a more spontaneous and less 
self-conscious way. Philo’s theory raised a great question as to the real 
worth and significance of the mystical experience. When they looked at 
the essence of Philo’s religion, they saw that it. remained essentially 
Hebraic, and they might sum him up by saying that he hada Greek head 
but retained his Hebrew heart. He had hardly any conception ofa Divine 
plan, and only a faint conception of the Jews as a Divine community. 


The essential thing for him was not that a man wasad 
was man and had a human soul.

THE PROVINCES.

The Campaign Committee propose publishing in due course a “Book 
of the Campaign”’ which, among other features, will contain brief reports 
of the activities of the various local Keren Hayesod Committees as well as 
lists of individual contributions. The book will serve as an interesting 
souvenir of the present Anglo-Jewish effort for the upbuilding of the 
lewish National Home. 


THE KEREN HAYESOD AT WORK. 


1.—The Jewish Homeland is being fed with a constant stream of 
splendid human material. The Keren Hayesod selects and advises 
prospective Jewish immigrants, helps them to proceed to Palestine, 
receives them on arrival and assists them to find employment. 
During the last four years over 45,000 Jewish immigrants have 
found employment there. 


2.—Agricultural Colonisation is providing thousands of Jews in Eretz 
Yisrael with a healthy livelihood. The Keren Hayesod is responsible 
for developing the work and rendering the task of the settlers easier. 
No less than 43 agricultural settlements are being conducted 
under the auspices of the Keren Hayesod. ' 


3.—Extensive schemes of urban development are providing homes 
for the new settlers. 
By its support of the General Mortgage Bank of Palestine and in 
other ways the Keren Hayesod promotes urban development. 


4.—The country is being made healthy by the drainage of swamps 
and the provision of an elaborate system of hospitals and clinics. 
The Keren Hayesod is responsible for a large part of the 
expenditure on public health in Palestine. 


5.—A complete system of education from kindergarten to University 
is provided—largly with funds supplied by the Keren Hayesod. 
130 schools with over 12,000 pupils and 500 teachers are main- 
tained by the Keren Hayesod.

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Jaffa Oranges. 


INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Mr. ISAAC ROKACH. 


ISITORS to the Palestine Pavilion at the Wembley Exhibi- 
tion last vear—and their number was legion—had an 
opportunity of sampling one of the most attractive of the 
products of Eretz Yisrael in the shape of the pea ee 

oranges from Jaffa. Jaffa oranges had been on the English marke 


j _ but never before bad their fine qualities been 80 


since Wembley, it is no uncom- 
mon sight to see street hawkers 
offering “Jaffa oranges” for 
sale, the actual article bailing 
from quite a different part of 
the globe, but the name ” Jaffa” 
is chosen as the hall-mark of 
quality. The export of Jaffa 
oranges is very largely in the 
hands of the “Pardess” Co- 
operative Society of Orange 
Growers, one of whose Man- 
aging Directors, Mr. Isaac 
Rokach, was recently in England 
making arrangements for the 
disposal of this season's crop. 
Mr. Rokach was born in Pales- 
tine, and is a son of Mr. Simon 
Rokach, the founder of the Society. To a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE Mr. Rokach gave some interesting particulars 
of the orange-growing industry. 


Half a Century of Oranges. 

“The ‘ Pardess’ Society,” Mr. Rokach said, “ has been in existence 
for over twenty-five years and is composed of over a hundred growers, 
including Baron Edmond de Kothschild, who. has taken a particular 
interest in the development of the Society. Jaffa oranges have been 
exported for over fifty years, but it is only since the foundation of the 
Society that the industry has assumed large proportions. In 1913 Mr. 
A. Brill introduced the Californian system of packing, which is gradually 
coming into general use and has contributed not a little to the satisfactory 
marketing properties of the oranges exported. 


A Huge Sale. 

“Each grower packs his own fruit and puts his own mark on it, and 
it is sold to his account. The Society makes advances to the growers and 
secures repayment from the profits on the sales. The total output is 
approximately one and a half million cases, and the Jewish growers 
are responsible for a quarter of the oranges produced. Only five per cent, 
of the Jewish growers are not members of the Society. The tmdustry 
employs a considerable amount of labour. In the packing season 1,500 


to 2,000 bands are employed, and about half that number are in continual 
employment, 


lur. Isaac Rokach. 


A Profitable Industry. 


“People do not generally realise that the orange industry is a very 
profitable one. If at the present moment some growers do not appear to 
be flourishing, the reason must be sought in the war. Any orange grove 
properly worked shows a nice profit, In 1914, the season before the war, 
about 2,000,000 boxes were sold. In consequence of the plague of locusts 
and the war the export fell to 350,000 cases, but it has now been restored 
to 1,500,000. These are all from old groves, as the new ones planted 
are not yet productive. It takes seven years before a grove reaches 
the producing stage. Most of the colonists have recovered their 
position, and the number of those still behind is getting gradually 
fewer. In general the orange trade is very prosperous. We have a 
bigger demand than we can supply, even after having lost many markets 
asaresultof the war I would mention the Balkans and Central Europe, 
Turkey (where taxation is prohibitive) and Russia. We are gradually 
beginning to export to Russia again. When these countries open again, 
we shall have great difficulty in coping with the demand. This shows 
that there is plenty of room for making new plantations. Our best 
customer is the United Kingdom, which takes more than two-thirds of 
our crop, and the oranges are gaining in favour here. This is 
to a great extent due to our exibit at Wembley, which achieved 
much more in the way of propaganda than we anticipated, and I 
should like to acknowledge the assistance rendered us by Major Little, 
the Commissioner of the Palestine Pavilion, and Mr. Walter Cohen, the 
Hon. Secretary of the Economic Board for Palestine. The British lines 
engaged in the transport of oranges are thinking of establishing a direct 
line from London to Jaffa, as they have from Jaffa to Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Manchester and Hull. The Society acts as agents for the Ellerman 
and Moss Lines for general cargo as well as oranges, and we work also 
in co-operation with the Prince Line. 


The Arab Growers. 

“The Arab growers have not 80 far established a co-operative society, 
but we are trying to persuade them to form one. As arule the Arab 
growers do not themselves export, but sell their crop to merchants, We 
have a syndicate of Jaffa growers and exporters comprising both Jews 
and Arabs. It has been in existence for three years, and the Govern. 
nent has officially recognised this body and given it power to regulate 
he movement of oranges by sea and land. No case of oranges can be 
accepted for loading without a written order. The reason for this ts that

The War Against Amalek. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


“ And Amalek came and fought with Israel in Rephidim. And 
the Lord said unto Joshua, Choose us men, and go fight against 
Amalek, to-morrow I stand on the top of the hill, and the staff of God 
in my hand. And Joshua did as God had told him to fight against 
Amalek, and Moses and Aaron and Hur ascended to the top of the 
hill. And it came to pass that when Moses lifted up his hand, Israel 
prevailed, and when he let his hand down Amalek prevailed, And 
the hands of Moses were heavy, and they took a stone and placed it 
under him, and he sat upon it, and Aaron and Hur supported his 
hand. one on one side and one upon the other, and his hands were 
firm until the setting of the sun. And Joskua defeated Amalek and 
his people at the edge of the sword, And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write this memorial in a book, and set it in the ears of the people, 
that I will utterly blot out the memory of Amalek from under 
heaven. And Moses built an altar, and called its name, * The Lord, 
my banner.’ And he said, For the hand is on the throne of Jah, the 
Lord will war with Amalek from generation to generation.’— 
Exodus xvii. 5-16. | 

A call to war, to a perpetual war, which is to continue from generation 
to generation, and is to be handed down from one to the other as a holy 
inheritance, a war for God, which He commands us to conduct in His 
pame, cannot be an ordinary war such as is waged on earth from time to 
time—a war for aggrandisement and occupation of territory, for plunder 
and satisfaction of hatred. The God of Israel is the God who maketh 
peace in His high heavens, and such a God would not command what we 
ordinarily understand as a war between nations ; such a war can by no 
means be called a holy war. There is something altogether exceptional 
about this war with Amalék. We are told to remember what Amalek 


has done unto us. What had he done? Fought with Israel? How. 


many nations have fought with us from time to time, and yet we are 
not commanded to hold them in perpetual remembrance. But 
“Amalek came.” He suddenly encountered Israel, a people with whom 
he had no relation and no quarrel whatever, to whom he was an utter 
stranger. There was no question of conquering land, and it was in the 
wilderness that Amalek encountered Israel who was perfectly homeless, 
weak, and fatigued. There was no reason whatever, nothing but blind 
hatred, the same blind hatred that Haman the Amalekite nourished in a 
subsequent age. Aand the old Amalekite lives still, his hatred is undying. 
He takes advantage of Israel's helplessness, and is the eternal enemy of 
God. He does not hesitkte to indulge in false slanders like Haman of old, 
who brought lying accusations against the Jews, saying: “There is 4 
people scattered among the nations whose laws are different from theirs, 
neither keep they the King’s laws, therefore it profiteth not the King to 
suffer them.” And so all through history blind, unreasoning hatred is the 
enemy whom Israel encounters on his way through life and lays in the 
dust. God bas a perpetual war with Amalek until the kindom of lies is 
overthrown, till all the cruelties that he has practised are blotted 
out of the memory of mankind, and truth is exalted upon the throne of 
the world, and the name of God will be recognised throughout the earth 
in its full power. 

By what means and in what way should the war with Amalek be 
conducted? In the first place, Moses bade Josbua, “ Choose us men,” by 
which we may understand not merely men of valour but trustwortby 
men. Such are the men whom we have to look to to-day to carry on this 
holy war, men of public spirit and earnest conviction, men who will 
protect the weak and the helpless from the buffetings of life. Sucha 
man was Mordecai the Jew, who rose up to his brethren’s help and saved 
them from the Amalekite. He did not overcome Amalek with the sword 
but with a timely word spoken to Esther. He showed himself to be a 
man of courage and insight, fit to be the leader of his people, and the 
people rallied to his help with fasting and prayer. And in every age, 
thank God, there are men to be found who come to Israel's help in their 


emergencies ; always is the Rabbinical saying verified xd 
Moees stood on the top of the hill to direct the waragainst Amalek. From 
the most elevated standpoint, with the highest motives, must this war for 
holiness be waged. No good purpose can ultimately be secured which is not 
inspired by the sincerest motives. How true and full of meaning to our 
own times are the words of Scripture, that when Moses lifted up his hand 
to Heaven Israel prevailed ; but when he let it drop Amalek prevailed! Thus 
is the eternal war with Amalek conducted to success, when our hands are 
uplifted in prayer and with the conviction that we are labouring for our 
people with genuine motives. All this implies absolute faith in God: 
that is the staff of God which Moses held in his hand when he conducted 
this great war— 5 Man). In this, Israel’s faith, rests Israel's 
strength. Always the war with falsehood and injustice has to be con- 
ducted by the same instruments—tfaith, prayer, and sincerity, wielded 
by men of high motive. Amalek is the enemy who would seduce us 
from our faith. He blames us for our separateness, and charges us with 
being profitiess to the countries in which we live because we live under 
our own laws. The implication is that we should give up our ancient 
customs and merge in our surroundings. That is the Amalek we have to 
fight to-day—the temptation to give up our laws and customs and seek 
protection in the sacrifice of our Judaism. It seemed at one time as if 
Mordecutand his entire people were going to perish because this Jewish 
man was steadfast to bis principles and refused to bow his knee to 


the idolised Haman. In the end this vy firmness Haman’ ; 
throw and Mordecai’s exaltation. 
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THE FUTURE OF JEWS’ COLLEGE. 


New Proposals. 


At @ meeting of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial which has 
been convened for next Wednesday night, the report of the Jews’ College 
and Jewish War Memorial Joint Committee, appointed to consider the 
futare of the College will be presented. (As stated below, the report was 
fully discussed at a meeting of the Council of the College, held on 
Wednesday in last week, and was eventually adopted.) 

The Executive Committee of the War Memorial will report to the 
Council of that body that they have given very careful consideration to 
the Report and recommendations, and have resolved unanimously to 
recommend the Council to accept the Report and the Deed of Covenant 
arising therefrom, and to pass the following resolution :— 


That the Council do adopt the Report of the Jews’ College and Jewish War 
Memorial Joint Committee, and authorise the Executive Committee to carry 
into effect and for this purpose to execute the Deed of Covenant with such 
modifications (if any) as may be agreed between the two bodies. 


The following is the text of the Joint Committee's Report: 


(1) On the 14th July, 1924, the Executive of the Jewish War 
Memorial intimated to the Council of Jews’ College that they were pre. 
pared to consult and co-operate with the said Council with the object of 
devising an agreement between the two bodies in regard to the future of 
Jews’ College. 

The Council of Jews’ College welcomed the suggestion of a conference 
with the Executive of the Jewish War Memorial with a view of arriving 
at a satisfactory settlement. 

(2) The Council of Jews’ College elected the Very Rev. the Chief 
Rabbi, Sir Adolph Tuck, Bart., and Mr. A. Kahn, M.A., as their repre- 
sentatives. Mr. 8. H. Emanuel, K.C., Dr. A. Eichholz, C.B.E., and the 
Rev. J. F. Stern were appointed to represent the Council of the Jewish 
War Memorial. 

(3) The above-named representatives met eight times. Abt the first 
meeting, Mr. 8. H. Emanuel, K.C., was elected Chairman, and Messrs. 
B. A. Fersht and M. Stephany, Secretaries of the Jewish War Memorial 
and Jews’ College respectively, were appointed Joint Secretaries. 

(4) The Committee considered the recommendations they should 
make to the two appointing bodies under three heads, as follows: 
(1) Representation, (2) Admission of Students, (3) Efficiency. 


L—REPRESENTATION. 
(5) The Committee after careful consideration recommend that the 
Council governing the College should consist of : 


(a) Twelve members to be elected by the Governors and Subscribers of 
the College. 


(6) Eight members to be appointed by the Council of the Jewish War 
Memorial. 


(c) The President, Principal, and one member of the staff, three in all, 
ex-officio members. 


(4d) Three members to be co-opted by the Council of Jews’ College. 

(e) Members nominated under Clause IX. of the present Constitution which 
should be amended as in the 6th paragraph hereinafter appearing. 

(f) The Chairman of the Council, the two Treasurers, or Treasurer and 
the Honorary Secretary, if any, shall be elected by the Council. 


(6) Clause 1X of the present Constitution of the College should be 
amended so as to provide that any congregation, institution, or other body 
of Jews (other than the Ccuncil of the Jewish War Memorial) contributing 
£300 per annum or upwards to the College should have power to appoint 
a member of the Council for every £300 so long as such contribution be 
paid to the funds of the College and be accepted by the Council, provided 
always that the number appointed by any one body should not exceed 


seven. 
IIL—ADMISSION OF STUDENTS. 


(7) The Committee are anxious to secure that all students of Jewish 
birth should be enabled to attend the College and at the same time to 
retain the orthodox character of the College, and, further, in view of the 
contingency that the College may become a recognised School of the 
University of London, should provide by its Constitution for the admission 
of non-Jewish students, if any present themselves, to the lectures. The 
Committee, therefore, after due consideration, recommend that Clause II 
of the present Constitution of the College be supplemented by the 
following provisions, viz. : 


(a) Students, whether Jewish or not, may, on payment of a fee, attend any 
course of lectures held at the College, the Council reserving to itself the right 
of exclusion in any particular case as well as the right of remitting the fee. 
Students of Jewish birth when admitted to the College must comply with the 
regulations, if any, made by the Council with regard to their religious conduct 
and observance. 

(6. Bursaries and scholarships shall be awarded only to students who 
satisfy the Council that they intend to qualify for the calling of a Rabbi, Miuister, 
Preacher, Reader or Teacher of the Jewish Religion, subject however to the 
terms of any deed or document regulating each bursary or scholarship. 


(8) The Committee are satisfied that under this clause every student 
of Jewish birth entering the College, so long as he complies with the 
regulations made by the Council, is entitled to all the benefits of the

the market can absorb only a certain quantity a week, and without regu- 
lation there would be a surplus one week anda shortage another. The 
Jew and Arab members are on the best of terms, and no question has 
arisen on which there bas been any national antagonism. 


| The Secret. 

“There have been many attempts in other ‘parts of the world to 
reproduce the fine qualities of the Jaffa orange, but without success. 
They are due to a combination of soil, sun, and sea. Even in Jericho, 
where oranges are grown, the results are not the same, and Tripoli bas 
also failed to reproduce the Jaffa variety with its oval shape, lack of pips, 
and clean-peeling skin. The future success of the industry depends 
onthe adoption of the most up-to-date methods of growing and packing. 
By supporting Jaffa oranges English Jews can help both England and 
Palestine.” 


College and ali the privileges, including bursaries, scholarships, and 
prizes, provided always of course, that it is the student’s intention to 
become a Rabbi, Minister, Preacher, Reader of Teacher of the Jewish 
religion. 

IlIl.—EFFICIENCY. 


(9) The Committee have no hesitation in stating that if the highest 
efficiency is to be maintained, the staff should be able to devote their 
whole time and undivided minds to the service of the College ; and that 
for this purpose they must receive adequate salaries. 

(10) The Committee are of opinion that there is an immediate need 
for the appointment on the staff of the College of a member who should 
be a Jew of British education and a graduate of an English University. 
If the right person be appointed (and the length of the time limit for such 
appointment as hereinafter appearing has been suggested solely with this 
in view), he would exert an additional influence of a most desirable 
nature over the students. 

Pn The Committee discussed the advisability of the College pro- 
viding : 

(a) Facilities for training in the teaching of Hebrew and the Jewish 
Religion. (b) Facilities for training in Pastoral Theology. ({(c) Facilities 
for theoretical and practical training in Jewish Philanthropy and Social 
Service. (d) Adequate maintenance of the College Library. 

(12) The Committee accordingly recommend: 

(a) That the Jews’ College Council should at the earliest opportunity, but 
not later than two years after the adoption of the report by the two bodies, 


appoint a suitable Jew of British education and a graduate of an English 
niversity to be a member of the College staff. 


(b) Jews’ College should consider the adequacy of the salaries now paid to 
the College staff with a view of increasing them as opportunity offers. 
(c) Jews’ College should consider the question of making provision for: 


I Training in the Principles and Practice of Teaching as applied to 
Hebrew and Jewish Religious subjects; 


II Courses an Training in Pastoral! The dlogy and Social Service ; 


III Intra mural and extra mura! Courses in the English language and 
Literature; 


IV The making of adequate provision for increasing and maintaining 
the Library. 

It has been estimated that the expenditure involved in the suggested 
new appointment and the increases of salary and the establishment of a 
Professorship of Jewish Religious Education would require an additional 
£1,785 a year, over and above the present income of the College, in which 
is included, for this purpose, the £1,500 contributed by the Jewish War 
Memorial. The cost of providing the matters mentioned in Clause (c) was 
not included in the abovs estimate. 

The Committee do not themselves present any estimate; the neces- 
sary figure being beyond any sum that the Jewish War Memorial, with 
its present funds, has the means to contribute. 

(13) The Committee have been informed thatthe most the Jewish 
War Memorial can at present contribute to the College funds, bearing’ in 
mind its present means and liabilities, is £2,000 perannum. The Com- 
mittee realise that this sum is inadequate and earnestly recommend that 
when additional funds become available the claims of Jews’ College 
should receive urgent and favourable consideration. 

The Committee consider that a Deed of mutual Covenant should 
be entered into between the Council of the Jewish War Memorial and 
Jews’ College to secure on the one hand the payment of the annuity and 
on the other hand the alterations and modifications of the Constitution 
and the maintenance thereof and of the specific appointment to the staff 
above recommended. A draft of such a Deed accompanies this report. 

(14) The Committee recommend that when the Deed of Covenant 
has been executed and the new Council constituted, an appeal be made 
to the Community by Jews’ College with the help and assistance of the 
Jewish:War Memorial for funds to enable the College to increase its use- 
fulness and more fully carry out its sacred purposes. 

(15) The Committee is grateful for the services rendered to it by the 
Joint Secretaries and have pleasure in acknowledging their invariable 
courtesy and the great assistance and considerable time they have given 
and devoted to the Committee.

Attached to the Report is a draft Indenture in which most of the 
proposals contained in the first-named document have been embodied. 

With regard to Clause 10 of the Report (in regard to the appointment 
of a Jew of British education and a Graduate of an English University to 
be a wember of the College Staff), the Indenture deciares : 

And also that if the Council of the College, after using their best endeavours 
in that behalf, are unable to find a Jew of British education and a graduate of 
an English University to fill up the post or vacancy as hereinbefore contained 
and agreed, then such inability (but in such circumstances as aforesaid only) 
on the part of the Council of the College shall not be deemed by the parties 
hereto to be a breach of the said Covenant, but the Jewish War Memorial shal! 
nevertheless be at liberty from time to time to reduce the payment of £2,000 per 
annum hereinbefore contained to be paid by them to the Trustees by a sum to 
be calculated at the rate of £500 per annum for the period during which the said 
post is not filled up. Provided that no deduction shall be made if the appoint- 
ment be made in the first instance within the period of two years hereinbefore 
mentioned nor in the case of a vacancy if the same be filled up within a 
reasonable time.

LONDON, 


At a meeting held last week under the auspices of the Students’ 
Union, Birkbeck College, University of London, the subject of discussion 
was “ Why I BelieveinGod.” The Anglican, Roman Catholic, and Jewish 
faiths were represented by Dr. W. R. Matthews, Father V. McNabb, and 
Rabbi M. Gollop, B.A., respectively. Dr. George Senter presided. Rabbi 
Gollop, in the course of his remarks, said that that was not an occasion 
for scoring points against each other. It was to emphasise the points 
held in common by the three faiths, particularly the fundamental! and 
profound belief in God, which all shared. He dealt with the Jewish con. 
ception of God as “ Anall-loving, merciful, understanding, and kind Father 
and Guide.” Father McNabb and Dr. Matthews having spoken, thanks 
were accorded to the speakers by the Chairman. The meeting was con- 
vened at the suggestion of Mr. 8. J. Isaacs, a member of the Students’ 
Union and its Council. 

Last week, a forensic debate was held by the University of London 
Jewish Students’ Union, on the subject, “ That Technical Education tends 
to narrow the mind.” Mr. J. Goldbloom opened the debate, and was 
opposed by Mr. B. Cohen, B.Sc. The speakers were cross-examined by 
Mr. 8. Kahan and Mr. P. Butler, M.A. Mr. Jacques Cohen, B.A., acted 
as judge. Last Seturday evening, a dance was held at the Nationa! Hotel, 
Russell Square, and on Sunday at Jews’ College, original short stories 
were read by members of the Union. Mr, Janus Cohen, B.A., who won 

the money prize offered for the best story, devoted it to the Union's stall 
at the forthcoming Jewish National Bazaar. 


Literary and Social Societies. 


The first generai meeting of the newly-formed South-East London 
Synagogue Literary Society was held recently. The following were 
elected : Messrs. G. E. Jacobs, President; 8S.

Proposed Calendar Alterations. 
LECTURE BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 


The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire lectured to the Hampstead 
Literary Society last Sunday on his experience at the League of Nations 
Conference on Calendar Keform at Geneva. The Rev. A. A. GREEN 
presided. 

The Jewish Year. 


The CHIEF RABBI said that in the epoch of Jewish life in Palestine 
the fall of the festivals in their right seasons had been worked by the 
interpolation of months. Witnesses deposed that they had seen the New 
Moon at a certain time, and the Sanhedrin proclaimed the number of 
days inthe month. The days of the fasts were announced by fires lit on 
the tops of the hills. That system, however, had been abandoned 
because a group of schismatics had tried to mislead orthodox Jews by 
lighting false fires. Special messengers were then appointed for the 
purpose, and the Sabhath laws were set aside for them. When 
civil and religious persecution prevented the ‘sittings of the Sanhedrin 
and the examination of witnesses, the Patriarchs, who were the heads 
of the Sanhedrin, took the extraordinary step of making public the 
secret astronomical rules by which the Calendar had been decided. For 
&@ great many generations these rules had been guarded with jealous care 
as the prerogative of the Patriarchs; but when Jewish life in Palestine 
was being practically asphyxiated by persecution, Hillel Il. decided to 
make the rules public. Hillel’s Calendar was not, however, quite perfect. 
In the year 939, two different dates for Rosh Hashanah were proclaimed 
by two Jewish authorities. The heads of the Jewish community at once 
met and decided that never again must such a scandal occur, but the 
Jewish Calendar must be absolutely permanent. It was, indeed, almost 
inconceivable what Judaism would be without a fixed Calender. Asa 
matter of fact, the Jewish year was six minutes too long, and in the year 
10,000 it would be necessary to call a Jewish synod to decide on the 
dropping of one of the interpolated Adars. 


Other Calendar Systems. 


The Julian Calendar had been established by Julius Cesar, who bad 
added two months to the existing ten, causing the ridiculous anomaly 
that September was now the ninth month, October the tenth, &c. The 
Julian Calendar, which fixed the length of the year at 365} days, had 
become the Calendar of the Western world, although certain modifications 
had been introduced by the Emperor Augustus. But there were only 
365 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes, and 45 seconds in the year, so that the 
Julian year was eleven minutes too long. In the course of 1500 years 
that difference had a tendency to accumulate; Pope Gregory XIII. had 
had, in 1582, to rectify those extra minutes. He had, therefore, decreed 
that Friday, October 15th, should follow Thursday, October 4th. But 
although he had taken eleven days from the month, he had not touched 
the inmemorial institution of the week. To-day, with one or two minor 
exceptions, the Gregorian Calendar was practically universal, and, with 
a few small drawbacks, it was near enough correct. The year ought 
really to begin on December 220d, tie date of the Equinox, the names 
of the months could be improved upon; the inequality of the lengths 
of the months was awkward for mathematicians; and it would be 
helpful if all the months could begin on the same day of the week. 
Anotber Calendar was that introduced during the French Revolution, with 
a year of ten months and months of forty days. It had been only eight 
years before the commonsense of France had swept that Calendar out of 
existence, and it was now of interest only to historians. 


League of Nations and Calendar Reform. 


During recent years a very great deal of attention had been given to 
the subject of Calendar Reform, and the institution of the League of 
Nations had been regarded as a golden opportunity for introducing altera- 
tions intc the Calendar. An Advisory Committee had been appointed, to 
which the heads of the principal Churches had been appointed. This 
Committee had submitted to the ecclesiastical authorities, churches, 
Governments, and chambers of commerce, a scheme to serve as a work- 
ing basis. One proposal was to adopt a perpetual calendar in which the 
year should consist of 364 days, 52 weeks exactly, and that the 365th 
day (or in Leap Year the 365th and 366th) should be considered as a “ blank 
day "—a nameless day, not to count—a day on which neither business, 
banking, nor anything else should be undertaken. That scheme would 
imply that if the year ended on Thursday, the next day would not coubt, 


and Saturday, January Ist, would be called Friday; while, if it were a 


Leap Year, Saturday, January lst, would be called Monday. He need 
hardly say what serious complications would ensue. Yet that suggestion 
nad been seriously proposed by astronomers, who, of course, were 
capable of anything, since they lived in the stars and did not consider 
practical matters. Other schemes were that January Ist should take 
the place of the day at present called December 22nd, and that the year 
should consist of 364 days—13 months of 4 weeks. The decisions of the 
International Astronomical Union had been rendered possible by the fact 
that a number of Catholic abbés who wers on the Union had said that in 
principle there was nothing in dogma that rendered the adoption of any 
of these schemes impracticable. A similar opinion had been expressed 
by the Greek Churches and by the representative of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. The Chief Rabbi then went on to read his answer to the 
League of Nations questionnaire. The Jewish Church was not in any 
way affected by the proposal for the stabilisation of Easter — which 
probably had its origin in the fact that a changing Easter upset the 
millinery trade—(laughter)—but it maintained that in no circumstances 
should the present length of the week be altered or the proper sequence 
of seven-day weeks be interrupted by the interpolation of “ blank days” 
and a perpetually migratory Sabbath. Similar replies had been sent by 
the Chief Rabbi of France and other Jewish authorities. The Greek 
Catholic Church, which confined its reply to the question of the stabilisa- 
tion of Easter, saw no necessity for a change, and would not consider it 
except on the advice of an Oecumenical Council. The Netherlands 
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Government had taken a firm stand against a movement that would 
confuse the traditions of hundreds of people, while the British Govern. 
ment had replied in a characteristically careful manner. Britain had 
considered only the question of Easter, and would afford no facilities for 
legislation unless there were a concurrence of public opinion favourable 
to reform. Changes in this world were generally brought about by 
fanatics, for whom the atmosphere of Geneva seemed to be very 
salubrious. The tremendous earnestnest of these people began, in the 
course of time, to exercise an hypnotic influence. One of these men—a 
typical example—was flooding the authorities with documents to the 
effect that the millennium would be at hand, through Calendar Reform, 


were it not forthe Jews. There were about sixty-five people circulating 
“ literature ” like that. 


The Jewish Delegation. 


About a fortnight ago, a meeting had been called to hear further 
evidence and the protests of some religious denominations. Only ten or 
twelve days’ notice bad been given, but, nevertheless, he had been grateful! 
for the opportunity of attending. The League of Nations had intimated 
that it would prefer the views of the Jewish delegates to be co-ordinated, 
and nothing could have been more in accord with their own views. Ata 
preliminary meeting held in Paris, it had been decided that, instead of 
long addresses, each delegate should deliver a short speech, lasting some 
five or ten minutes, so that the whole should form one dossier. The 
views expressed by the delegates represented practically the united 
opinion of the whole of Jewry. The speaker went on to review 
the speeches of the delegate before the Committee (which 
were published in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of February 20th). 
He said that in the private discussion that followed, the Chair- 
man, Jonkheer van Eysinga, had announced that the request by 
the Jews for representation on the Committee was being very seriously 
and favourably considered. A few days later he (the Chief Rabbi) had 
received a letter from Mr. Lucien Wolf, from which he gathered that the 
delegation had made a very favourable impression, and that the Com- 
mittee would not take any action that ran counter to strong religious 
convictions. It shonld be noted that the Jewish delegation was the 
only one that said it was unalterably opposed to the proposal, and that 
nothing would ever make it change. Similar protests, though less 
strongly worded, had come subsequently from the Scottish, Non-Conformist, 
and some of the American Churches, and the volume of opinion against 
the suggested reform had gathered until Mr. Wolf had been able to write 
the letter he had written. He (the lecturer) had every reason to believe 
that for some time to come the idea of “blank days” and a wandering 
Sabbath had been scotched, though unfortunately not quite killed. 


Eternal vigilance was the price of religious liberty and religious 
safety. 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN said that as British Jews they had reason to 
be proud of their representative at Geneva,

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Mr. Secretary Davis on Immigration. 


Annual Registration of Aliens. 


[From our Correspondent. | NEW YORK. 


Mr. Davis, the United States Secretary for Labour and Immigration, 
recently addressed a Jewish gathering at the annual meeting of the Young 
Friends’ Association. He denied the allegations of the Jewish Press that 
he was an enemy of immigration and an anti-Semite. Mr. Davis made 
the interesting announcement that he had grown up among Jews, and in 
his youth had been a Shabbos Goy. He paid a tribute to the loyalty of 
Jews in America, and said that the origin of the anti-immigration laws 
could be traced back to the period of unemployment. He was strongly 
in favour of selective immigration, and of giving preference to immigrant 
relatives of residents in the country. 

At the National Republican Clab a debate was held on the proposal 
to introduce the annual registration of aliens. Mr. Davis and Com- 
missioner Enright spoke in favour of the scheme, which was opposed on 
democratic principles by Mr. Louis Marshall and Congressman Celler. 

Six thousand one hundred and twenty-six Jewish immigrants entered 
the United States from July lst, 1924, to December 3lst. During the 
same period 179 alien Jews left the country, 687 Jews were not allowed 
to land from a total of 13,024 rejected immigrants, and 154 Jews were 
deported from a total of 4,448 expelled persons. 

The action brought by anti-Semitic doctors against Dr. Shireson, of 
Chicago, has revealed a plot to oust Jewish doctors from the city by 
blackmailing them. The Court gave a verdict for the defendant, and 
directed that proceedings should be instituted against the plaintiffs. 

A bill is shortly to be brought forward in the Tennessee State 
Legislature to render it unlawful for anyone “who does not believe in 
the existence of God and the deity of His Son Jesus Christ ” to teach in 
the schools of the State. 

Mrs. Florence Prag Kahn, widow of the late Congressman Julius 
Kahn, has been elected to Congress to represent California in the seat 
left vacant by the death of her husband. 

In the course of the recent National Convention of the Councils of 
Religious Education, held at Chicago, Professor Ales Hard, the well. 
known anthropologist, of the United States National Museum, said that 
the common notion that Americans and Britons came from Nordic stock 
was fallacious. Concerning immigration problems, Professor Hard said 
that there need be no fear that the free admission of Jews, Italians or 
any other people would cause the degeneration of American racial stock. 
“After anthropological studies, including physical measurements of 
thousands of Americans whose ancestors for three generations have lived 
in America, as well as tests of recent immigrants, I have come to the 
conclusion that the Nordic theory is no longer worth existence,” Pro- 
fessor Hard declared. 

A similar opinion was expressed at the Convention by Professor 
Franz Boas, of Columbia University, who said: “The melting pots of 
America and Europe have been boiling for so long that separate racial 
stocks and pure races have practically disappeared.” Professor Boas 
denounced the classification of immigrants according to races as meaning- 
less from a biological standpoint. 


Jewish War Memorial. 


Sir Robert Waley Cohen's Speech at Adelaide. 


n a recent addreés to the Adelaide Jewish Community, Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen, K.B.E., said that Jews in the British Empire had a special 
responsibility to keep strong and powerful their spiritual sense, their own 
Jewishness. He felt that Jewish Religious Education had a great part to 
play in that field. Material influences were very strong in these days, 
and if spiritual influences were to hold their own they must be given deep 
root in childhood. The Jewish War Memorial had founded the Central 
Committee for Jewish Education and appointed a Director of Jewish 
Education, whose services were at their disposal at all times. With the 
help of their Secretary, Mr. Fersht, a standard library had been collected, 
from which text-books could be supplied. Then there was the Central 
Office Board, of which the Chief Rabbi was at present the Chairman, 
which enabled their ecclesiastical and lay authorities to put their heads 
together. and again, with the help of Mr. Fersht, to seek out, for all parts 
of the Empire, men suitable in each case to apply for the appoint- 
ments of ministers, teachers, and other religious officers who were so 
badly wanted overseas, but for whom there had hitherto been no organi- 
sation through which suitable candidates could be sought. In regard to 
the complete education, religious and secular, of their future ministers, 
there had been controversies which had, so far, inhibited action. He 
would not attempt to apportion the blame. There was the existing 
College, in many respects a fine house of Jewish scholarship with fine 
scholars for its teachers and a great scholar for its Principal; but for the 
training of their ministers scholarship was not the only requisite. It 
was, of course, very important, but it would not do alone: and in other 
respects he thought they were all agreed that the existing College was 
not wholly successful. A Committee had been working out the question 
of a central pension fund for the ministry. When he left, the scheme 
had been completely worked out and had received the final approval of 
their Executive Committee, and was only awaiting the sanction of the 
Council to be putinto working execution. He hoped they would agree 
that not a bad beginning had been made. Of course, in each sphere, it 
was only a beginning. For further work they needed more funds, more 
support from every individual Jew.

Harsh New Law in Turkey. 


Movements of Non-Moslems Restricted. 


The Tarkish Ministry of the Interior has instructed the Governorate to 
apply the |following regulations in regard to the movement of non- 
Moslems in Turkey : 

All non-Moslems, except Greeks, and including the Jews, will be 
permitted to travel on the Anatolian railroad only as far as Guebze, and 
in European Turkey as far as Tchataldja. They will in no circum. 
atances be permitted to penetrate to the interior of Turkey without the 
permission of the Ministry of the Interior. 


A Cure for Cancer. 


Jewish Scientist's Claim. 


Promising results in the experimental! treatment of cancer are claimed 
by Professor Silberstein, of Vienna University, according to an Exchange 
message from Vienna. He artificially produced cancer on mice, after- 
wards treating them with insulin. In most cases, he reports, the cancer 
disappeared or the growth was arrested. 

Professor Silberstein now recommends that physicians should treat 
cases not operated on with a large dose of insulin. 

Sir John Bland-Satton, the famous surgeon, when interviewed upon 
the alleged discovery, gave it as his opinion that there might be found 
to be good reason for the Professor's claims; because cancer, when 
occurring on the pancreas, was invariably of a diminutive character and 
of impeded growth, and animal pancreas is the basis of Insulin. 


Conference of Dutch Chief Rabbis. 


The Proselytes Problem. 


[From our Correspondent. | AMSTERDAM. 


Among the subjects discussed at the recent meeting of the Chief 
Rabbis of the respective provinces was one dealing with the attitude to 
be adopted towards members of other re ligious denominations who married 
persons of the Jewish faith, and to what degree the religious rights and 
privileges accorded to members of the community should be extended to 
these proselytes. It was decided to influence communities outside 
Holland not to accept into the Jewish faith, for the purpose of marriage, 
those whose applications had been refused by the Dutch Rabbis. 
This proposed action is meeting with general favour throughout the 
country, it being felt that one of the causes of the increasing number of 
“mixed” marriages is due to the apparent readiness of Rabbis outside 
Holland to “ convert” applicants to the Jewish faith. 

Dr. Palache, Chief Rabbi of the Portuguese Community in Amsterdam, 
presided attheconference. The appointment of a permanent president 
of the Chief Rabbis’ Conferences was deferred to the next meeting. 
Rabbi Davids, the recently elected Chief Rabbi of Friesland, is acting as 
secretary. 


Steiger Case. 
Ministerial Statement on Jewish Problems. 


From our Correspondent. } WARSAW. 

The investigating judge in charge of the inquiry into the Steiger affair 
has drawn up a list of two hundred witnesses to be called when the case 
comes before the Court. Meanwhile, the Court of Appeal has upheld 
the decision of the District Court not to allow bail to the four Jewish 
citizens, Glasermann, Muenz, Kornhaber, and Jaeger, who are held in 
custody on a charge of having endeavoured to bribe witnesses. 

In the course of the debate in the Foreign Commission of the Sojm

One of the features of the meeting was a reconciliation scene on the 
platform between the leaders of the different groups in the Bavarian 
Fasoisti movement, who during Hitler's absence in prison have been 
fighting against each other, and have now submitted to Hitler's 
supreme command. 


The Death of President Ebert. 


ATTACKS ON JEWS. 


The Jows of Germany are deeply and sincerely mourning the doath 
of President Ebert. A largo number of momorial services have been held 

The chaotic situation brought about by the President’s death, and 
the consequent activity among the Monarobist and reactionary cloments, 
led to an attack on the Jews of Berlin last Monday. A procession of 
about 1,200 members of the Swastika organisation marchod along the 
Kuerfuerstendamm, one of the main streets of Berlin, shouting “ Hurrah 
for Hitler(" “Down with the Jew Republic!" “Oat with the Jews!” 
Jews peasing by were attacked and beaten. Jews were also attacked 
at the railway station in the Friedrichstrasse. 

A Bill demanding the expulsion of all alien Jows who have entered 
Germany since August, 1914, has been brought into the Prussian Diet by 
the German National Party. The Bill provides that all Jews who havo 
come into Germany since August, 1911, should be forthwith expelled, all 
their possessions acquired during their residence in Germany confiscated 
by the Stato, their houses acized, and all trading licences and places in 
the Stock Exchange held by Jews cancelled, | 


Rumanian Anti-Semitic Students, 
Strike at an End.

The strike of the anti-Semitic students in the principal Rumanian 
Universities continued until recently, the majority of the strikers dociining 
to return to work. At Clo), seven ringleaders were arrested, The strike, 
however, has now suddenly collapsed, prosumably in consequence of the 
Government's Orm action, It is reported that the Government con. 
templites the rostriotion of the admission of Jews into private lyceums 
by submitting them to special examinations. 

A serious gas explosion occurred at the synagogue at Crasna 


(Transylvania) last Friday, the synagogue being practically demolishod, 
A number of worshippers were injared. 


Jewish Actor Boycotted. 


An Anti-Semitic Town Council. 


{From our Correspondent.] BUDAPEST. 
As coported to you last week, the “ Awakening Magyars” instituted 
a boycott of the Jewish actor, Mr. Beregi, making it impossible for him 
to appear at any theatre or public function. Mr. Beregi has been obliged 
to give up the struggle and has decided to leave Hungary. 
The municipality of the industrial town, Diosgyoer, has resolved to 
- prohibit Jews from settling in the town. 


East European Governments and Minorities, 
—-- 
Appeal to League of Nations. 


Senator Luigi Luzzatti, former Prime Minister of Italy, bas sont an 
urgent appeal to the League of Nations for the March meeting of the 
Council of the League, asking that the League should adopt a firmer 
attiende towards the Governments of the East European countrics to 
compel them to act up to the obligations which they have assumed 
towards their national minorities under the Minorities Treaty, In many 
cases, Senator Luzzatti declares, the Governments are simply ignoring 
the solemn deciarations which they made under their siguaturos to 
the League of Nations in regard to the protection of their national 
minorities. 

As an instance of such violation of the rights of the minori(les, 
Senator Luzzatei mentions tho case of the Jewsin Poland, towards whom 
_ he says, the Government is not acting in tho spirit of the Minorities 
Clauses of the Peaco Treaties.

League of Nations and the Jewish, Question. 


Address by Professor Gilbert Murray. 


Professor Gilberts Murray, one of the British representatives on tha 
League of Nations, addressed a mecting of the Anglo Patestinian Club, on 
Wednesday evening, at the London University Union, on “The League 
of Nations and the Jowish Question.” Mr. NAnHuUM SoKxoLow presiced, 

Professor MURRAY said that the policy adopted in the Mandate for 
Palestine had been bitterly criticised and opposed from various sides. 
One criticiam, which seemed at first sight to have a great deal of 
weight, was that the policy of returning to Palestine was based on the 
dangerous doctrine advanced by many nations at the Peace Conference 
that they should recover all the ompire they over possessed, No pation 
mow had any right to territory that it might have possessed in the 
twelfth century, Then why had tho Jews any sort of olaim te 
Palestine? It seemed to him that the roal answer was that thé 
claim of the Jews to Palostine had been continuous throughou! 
history. Wherever they got an expression of Jewish ideals and Jewish 
feeling there was always that centripetal tendency towards Jerusalem 
The settlement of Jows in Palestine had begun long beforo the Mandate. 
The movement was a real one, a thing for which poopie were ready 
to make efforts long before it was taken up as a picce of British 
policy or League policy. Cf course, there bad been a great many 
attacks on the carrying out of tho Mandate and its actual adminis 
tration, 
against tho Mosioms, but when they went in for propaganda they did 
it with a cortain thoroughness which might serve as an example 
to other religions! (Laughter), The main accusations against Bir 
Herbert Samucl's Government wero three in number. The first waathat 
he bad alienated enormo''s quantities of land tothe Jews, the second was 
that he had alsolutely stocked the Government with Jews all the impor 
tant positions , and there was a third point of the samekind, Ifthey had 
heard tho evidence Sir Herbert gave before the Mandates Commission 
they would see that 

ACOUSATIONS WERE BLOWN TO SHREDS 

The land givon to Jews was almost nothingatall, Among the employees 
the number of Moslems was greatest, of Christians next, and Jows last 

The other criticism was one that had a much more serious foundation in 
@ country that, inits present condition, was not particularly rich—that 
they were encouraging a great inrush of all the Jewish population 
of the world. Any wise Government of Talestiuac must take 
care that the country was not reduced to a dangerous state of over 

population. That danger had not arison, for the percentage 
of unemployment compared with most countries was decidedly 
favourable. The second answer was that the influx of Jewish immi 

grants had beon carefully regulated, so that the total population of 
Jews was something under 100,000. There was another point that was 
of very groatimportance It was one that appealed greatly to anyone 
who had studied ancient history. Le referred to the remains of Grmco 

Roman civilisation, and the manner in which cverything had been biasted 
by the Government of the Turks. Undor a progressive aud capablo 
Government, the country was Capable of almost indefluite dovelopment. 
There was one remark that Sir Herbert Samuel made before the 
Mandates Commission which was well worth romemberinvg, and 
which perhaps gave the reason for the whole Zionist Movement, and 
especially for the British acceptance of the Mandate for Palestine, a 
reason which went more to the root of the matter than any be had men 

tioned. In explaining his dificulties of Government bir Herbert 
gaid: “Among the people I have to govern some are living in the year 
2000 B.C.E., and some in the year 2000 ©. ©.” (Laughter) That was 
true, and in a way it indicated 

THE ROLE WHICH THE JEWISH RACE HAD TO PLAY 

in civilisation, as a mediator between two ages and two civilisations — 
between the past and the future—between I:ast and West. In the 
relations of the Jews to the League of Nations there were two aspeocts— 
what they could give to tho League, and what they could get from tho 
League, The Jews, by their international character, wero nearest of any 
people to the League point of view. They were scattered through tho 
world, and yet had a common ideal that was greater than local patriotiem, 
and they thus represented a vory great force for the ultimate unifying of 
bumanity. The Jewish nation had no frontiers, and could take in quite 
easily an idea that transcended frontiers. He trembled to think what 
material bo was giving to the Duke of Northumberland by these remarks, 
(Laughter.) What could they get from the League? In a great many 
countries the Jews were atill oppressed. The League of Nations 
properly worked would greatly raise the standard of treatment of minort- 
ties and all oppressed people, Through the League it would be possible 
to prevent great oppressions of Jews anywhere, and the Jews would be 
able to help other minoritics. He went on to pay a bigh tribute to the 
ideali-m of the Jewish people. No paople, he said, could show such a 
continuous or widespead devotion to intellectual and religious pursuits. 
He believed it was a great thing to bave that spirit kept alive. Ho 
believed that the Jewish race, if it stood together, if it was true to the 
ideals of its own great past, bad a part to play in history which could make 
its future equal to, and worthy of. its greatest memories. (Loud cheers). 

Mr, LEONARD STEIN, in proposing a vote of thanks, Grew attention 
to the’ report of the Mandates Commission of the Loague, which had 
made no reference to the constructive work being carried on by tho 
Jows in Palestine. Mr. M. Linton seconded the vote. 

Professor MURRAY, in reply, urged “in mitigation of sentence” shat 
the Mandates Commission morely had to scrutinise the way tho Man. 
datory was carrying out its task 

Mr. LEON SIMON moved, and Dr Darcrns seconded, a vote of thanks 60 

e Chairman. 
43 Mr. SOKOLOW, in reply, said that tho difference between Jewish 
minorities and other minorities was that other minorities had always & 
majority some where to defond their rights, whereas the Jews were 
minority everywhers. He thought Palestine would be ane crowing 
glory of the work of the League of Nations, and he hoped the seat of the 
League would one day be tn Jerusalem. 


He had not the faintest prejudice iu any corner of bis mind:

4, special committee has been formed here to complete the a range- 
ments for the openiag ceremonies of the Hebrew University on Apri! 146 
to 3rd. The committee is hesded by Dc. J. L. Magaes, of the Temporary 
Advisory Couccl of the University, and inc udes, among others, Dr. 
B. A. Van Veiesland, of the Palestine Zionist Executive ; Professor Podor, 
Mr. Harry Sacher, Mr. 8. Weizmann, Mr. J. Gordon, Mr. Kornberg (tne 
architect of the University), Mr. J. Jacobs, and Mr. G. Agronsky. Is is 
proposed that the proceedings on the first day should be limited to the 
official ceremony of the opening in the afternoon, and to a ceremonial 
dinner in the evening. It is hoped that among the speakers duriog the 
official opening wil! be Sir Herbert Samuel, Dr. Weizmann, and the Obtef 
Rabni of the Britis) Empire. It is anticipated that Lord Balfour will 
deliver the princtpa! address. 

The Moderate Arabs are displaying no inclination to participate is the 
boycott of Lord Balfour, proclaimed by the Arab Executive. It is 
said that the Execative itself ts impressed by the measures adopted by 
the Government to maintain order, and has abandoned its intention of 
interfering with Lord Balfour's programme in Palestine. It still, how- 
ever, hopes to enforce the boycott; but from all appearances this is 
likely to be a flasco. An amphitheatre capabie of holding 2,000 people is 
being prepared on Moant Scopus ta connection with the celebrations, 

Among the distinguished persons who are expected to attead the 
opening ceremony are Lord Allenby, General Sarrail, and representatives 
of the Warsaw University and the University of Kovno. A life-sized 
portrait of Dr. Herzi is to be presented to the University by representative 
Zionists. 

Jewish Students’ Palestine Trip.

Recent Discoveries in Palestine. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF SCHOOL OF BRITISH ARCHAOLOGY. 


The annua! meeting of the British School of Arche logy, Jerusalem 
was held on Tuesday, at the rooms of the Society of Aatiquaries, 
Burlington House, The Rev. Professor BURNEY presided, ’ 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the avunual report, said 
that the Schvo! owed a great deal to Mr. Robert Mond, who had floancially 
carried it on bis shoniders, The main task before the School was the 
above-grouod investigation of Biblical sites which would be of first-hand 
Value for the elucidation of topographical questions, 

Professor JOHN GARSTANG, Director of the School, gave a lantern 
leectore on reeent discover ex in Psleatine. He said that the mosh 
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‘important discovery last year was that of the origiva!l rampart of the 
Jebusite city of Jerusalem and a square tower attributed to David or 
Bolumon. These had been deolared patiova!l monuwents, and were being 
Strengthened by the same method that bad b en adop ed at St. Paul's. 
A terrace was being constructed to facilitate insp- ction. He showed 
plotures «f the excavations at Beisan, conducted by Dr. Fisher, of tho 
University of Penory'vania. There important Egyptian and 
inscriptions bad been discovered from the time of Seti I and Ramesses 
the Great, showing that Egyptian garrisons bad been located thero 
during the struggle with the Hittices. The site of Harosbeth had been 
located, and Canaanite pottery found there bore a striking resew biance to 
similiar fragmenta foued in Cyprus, which might cast some light on the 
origin of the Canaanites. These rewains dated to the time of 
Deborah. The Seheo! itself had condacted excavations at Tanturah near 
Athlit, where a G »-o-Roman fortress had been discovered, A gread 
building oo the top of the headiaod be b: lieved to have been a sbrive of 
P..«eidon. He showed pictures of the mausoleum at (m@ «rea where two 
highly decorated sarcophagi bad recently been dixcorered. Oue, depicting 
@ fight between Greeks and Am«Zo08, revealed a high standard of d: cora- 
tive art. Is was now possible to condact excavation work in Tran) 
dania, and the remains of a great Roman city had been found at Jerasb, 
with a forum, two theatres, a beautital fountain, a great Tewple of 
Jupiter, and a beaatifal avenue of colamns. The preservation of these 
remains would entail considerable expense.

The Jewish Agency. 
AMERICAN NON-ZIONISTS TO PARTICIPATE. 


The second seasion of the American non-partisan conference, which 
was adjourned from Febrnary, 1924, was held in New York last Sunday, 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Leonia Marshall, to consider the co-opera- 
tion of influential American non-Zionist circles in the J+ wi-b Agency, 
and the creation of the Palestine Economic Corporation for promoting 
Palestine trade and industry. 

It was unanimously resolved by the Conference to jin the Jewish 
Agency in accordance with the proposals submitted by Dr. Weizmann. 

Dr. Weizmann, io bis + peech to the confer: nce, said that is would be 
for the Jewish Agency to fix the anoual budget for the work in Palestine, 
The Zionist Organisation would cease to fuection as the Jewish Ageu y, 
and the League of Nations would be asked to amend Article 4 of the 
Palestine Mandate, by which the Zionist Organisation war recognised ag 
the Jewish Agency, so that the duties and privileges of the Jewixh Agency 
would be transferred to the extended Jewish Ag ncy, cons'ituted by tha 
ipciusion of the nven-Ziwist elements who. desired to co-operate in the 
establishment «f the Jowish National Home. 

The resolution uvder which it bas been decided to join tho 
Jewish Agency asks the new extended Jewish Agency to consider the 
advisability of using the existing Keren Hayesod as the fluancia! ivstru- 
ment of the Agency. . 

The Executive of the Jewish Agency will, like the Council, be com- 
posed of fifty per cent non- Zionists. 


THE PALESTINE ECONOMIC CORPORATION. 


A meeting was beid oa the same day in connection with the ereation 


of the Palestine Economic Corporation. After the provisional Bard of 
Directors bad presented their report, the meeting elected Mr. Bernard 
Fiexner, President of the Corporation, and Mr. Louis Marshall and Colonel 
Herbert H. Lehman, Vice-Presidente, Mr. Felix M. Warburg has been 
elected a member of the Board of Directors. 

The Palestine Development Council (Brandeis group), the Joint Dis- 
tribation Committee and the American Palestine Company have decided 
to amalgamate with the Palestine Economic Corporation. 

Mr. Bernard Fiexuer, as President of the Palestine Economic Corpora- 
tion, referred to the negotiations for the acquisition of the assets of the 
Palestine Development Councti, the American Palestine Company, and 
the reconstructive activities in Palestine of the Joint Distribation Com- 
mittee. Applications for loans, he added, bad already been received, but 
they could not be acted upen until the fresh capital required by the 
Corporation had been subscribed, and thorough investiygstion had been 
made on the spot to determine the methods of procedure avd the nature 
and extent of the activities to which the Corporation will confiee itself,

HOUSE OP LORDs. 

n the House of Lorda on Wednesday, in reply to a quest 

RAGLAN, the Earl of ONsSLow, War, 
Palestine proper, the region West of the Jordan, His Ma jeaty’s Govern- 
ment was committed to carrying ont the policy of the Baifour D. ciaration 
and facilitating the creation of the Jewish National liome. For 
reasons Of administrative convenience, it had been found necessary to 


place the chief British Resident of Transjordania under the High 
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Commissioner for Palestine. That did not mean that tho Trans. 
joreanian Government was in any way under the Palestine Government, 
They were separate aiministrations altogether. The Jewish p pula. 
tion of Palestine bad no control over Tranejordania at all, and 
ia view of the constitutional position of Tranjordania they never oon'd 
obtain such control. Their special position in Palestine, in so far as they 
could be said to enjoy a special position there, was based upon the 
articles in the Mandate, which defioed the functions and #0 on of the 


Jewish Agency. Those articles had been expressly declared not to 
include Transjordania. 


Mr. Sokolow in the Provinces.

VISIT TO BIRMINGHAM, 


Mr. Nahum Sokolow continued his provinctal tour in the interests of 
the Keren Hayend by visiting Birmingham on Sund«y. A reception was 
gtven in bis honour at the Imperial Hotel, where a ptiblic meetiog was 
held in the «vening. 

Mr. BEKNHARD DAVIS, President of the Birmingtam Branch of the 
Pogii-<h Zionist F-ceration, presided, 

Mr. A. HAMBURGER, Hon. Secretary, read a number of menseages. 

The Lord Mayor of Birmingham wrote extending a welcome to Mr, 
Bokolow and expressing the hope that Birmingham Jewry would give the 
Fund “a considerable measure of support.” 

The Colonial Secretary wrote that “ Pa'estine lies very near to my 
heart.” 

Sir Francia Lowe, M-P., also expressed deep sympathy with the 
Objects of the Keren Hayesnd. 

Mr. SOKOLOW said that Mr. Amery’s words could not have been written 
avout any other Dependency of the Crown. When he (Mr. Sokolow) had 
last visited Birmingham the present Colonial Secretary had been with 
bim on the platform At that time they bad no Mandate. The Balfour 
Declaration bad since b-en confirmed by several! international conferences 
and ratified by the League of Nations. It was no longer a war promise of 
a single Power, butan international obligation. The establishment of the 
Jewish National Home was the keystone of the Mandate. Burt the send- 
ing of Jews to Palestine was not the solution of the problem—quaiity 
Was more important than quantity. They had to baild there something 
quite different from what Jewry was in other couutries of the worid. 
It meant the building up of both the people and the land, the building up 
of something quite pew—a Jewish society which would be self-supporting 
not ouly in the economic sense, bat also in social, cultural, and educ«tional 
ways. It would have to be built on a broad base of agricuiture ; on that 
would have to be the industries which were usefal for the country ; 
above that would be trade and commerce; and, as a crown for that 
pyramid, there would be the cultural and educational activity of the 
Hebrew University. The creation of the Jewish National Home meant 
not only the transformation of a country; it meant also the transfurma- 
tion of the Jew. They had to create there a new type. He was gia to 
say, Without any shadow of exaggeration, that they had been successful in 
creating that type. There was already in Palestine a real Jew'sh 
agricuituriat attached to his soll as a small firmer of the besttyps. The 
Jew-had discovered in himself the ancient Jew, the Jew of the Psalmi-t, 
the Jew of the Palestine soll, ‘I hope and believe,” he added, ‘‘ that 
in six or seven years Palestine will be self-«upporting. I hope and 
believe that in six or seven years they will be sendiog from Palestine 
Schiffskarten to their relatives.” He conciuded with an appeal for the 
Keren Hayesod. 

A resviution pledging support to the Keren Hayrsod was moved by 
the Rev. Dc. A. COHEN, who criticised the absence of leading m: mhers of 
the community. Atone time, he said, ft used to be suggested that it was 
disioyal to be a Ziontst. Now it was disloyal not to be « Zivnist, for the 
upbuiiding of Palestine was part of British policy. 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN, P political Secretary of the Zionist Organisation, 
seconded the resolution, which was carried ananimously. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Sokxolow was carried on the motion of Rabbi 
Z. HopEs, seconde’ by Rabbi FIscH. 

Oa the motion of Me, L. Dieat, seconded by Mr. A. CANNON, a vote 
of thanks was passed to the Chairman. 

A collection of about £350 was made. 

Mr. SOKOLOW was afterwards entertained to supper. 


Mr. Sokolow will arrive in Leeds to-day, and will be accorded a civic 
weloome by the Lord Mayorin the afternoon. To-morrow morning Mr. 
Bekelow will attend service at the Great Synagogue, when a special 
sermon will be delivered by the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A. To-morrow 
evening a banquet will be held at the Queen's Hetel, and on Suoday 
evening there will be a public meeting and demonstration at the Coliseum, 
Cookridge Street.

Palestine Immigration Restrictions. 


MR. JABOTIN:KY'S PROTEST. 


A meeting to protest against the restrictions of Jewish immigration .

The Board of Directors of toe Jewish National Fund have anthorised 
the purchase of anotber 25,000 dunams of land, equal to 6,300 acres, 
97,000 dunams of this land are in Emek Israel and 8,000 in Judea, With 
this purchase of 25,000 dunams, the total land possessions of the Jowish 
National Fund will now be 175.000 duname, 

The aim of tbe Board of Directors is to raiso the land possessions of 
the Fund to 200,000 dunams by the end of the year.

From Mr. Leopoid Schen (Treasuyer). 
To the Editor of Tuz Jewisn CuRonicLe. 


* §18,—May I, through the medium of your esteemed journal, bring to 
She attention of your readers the urgent need of land for Jewish sottlers 
fo Ereta Yisrael? | 

It is universally agreed that the Jewish National Home in Palestine 
can be economically and spiritually healthy only if built up on the basis 
of a virile Jewish peasantry.

yhent, namely, land speculation, threatens to become dangerously 
prevalent, The mosteffective means of successfally solving this problem 
of a people divorced from the land, and the surest way of successfully 
combating this serious danger of land speculation in a country which ig 
still in ite carly staye of development, is the Jewish National Fund. 

~ At the present time land must be bought, and bonght immediately, im 
order to settle on the land the Chalutzim already in Krets Yisracl, and to 
order to ensure the maintenance of an ever increasing flow of immigrants 
intothe country. The claim of the Jewish National Fund for the support 
of the Community is therefore irresistibly urgent. | 

This year the Jewish National Fuad must redeem at least a 100,000 
dunams of land, and for this land world-Jowry must fod £500,000. The 
Jews of this country have been asked to contribute £25 000. Five months 
of the year have already gone by and of the £10,000 that should have 
heen raised, barely half has so far been subscribed, Possibly, the inade- 
quate response may be due to lack of knowledge on the part of the 
mass of the Community as to the real position in Krets Yisrael. Now that 
the true facts have boon made known, I hope that no Jew will withhold 
his support ofour Fund. 

I would earnestly appeal to every Jow to make this Parim unique by 
associating the custom of Shalachmanuth with Krets Yisrael. Let every 
Jew send his Purim gift to the Jewish National Fund. Each gift will be 
at once a symbol of comradeship with the pioneers and upbuilders of 
Eretz Yisrael. and a means of rodeeming the land. 

The Jewish National Fund box offers an opportunity to everyone to 
participate in the redemption of land in Hreta Yisrael, and especially to 
the one who cannot afford large donations. Every Jewish house must 
possess our little blue collecting box, and every Jow and Jewess must 
make it a habit to drop at least a ponny a day in this box. Let us begin 
to-day, Let us all carry out our principle of “A penny a day for Veulath 
Ha’ aretz,” and Anglo-Jewry will then have risen to ita great opportunity 
of redeeming Frets Yisrael.

QUEEN’S PARK CONGREGATION, 


LAYING OF FOUNDATION STONE OF NEW SYNAGOGUE. 


The foundation stone of the new Synagogue was laid on Tuesday tn 
the presence of a large gathering. The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire 
performed the consecration ceremony. Tho proceedings opened with 
Mincha Service, which was conducted in the present building by the 
Rev. J. Cooperstein, assisted by the choir, The company then adjourned 
to the site of the new Synagogue, when records were placed in the cavity 
of the foundation stone by Mr, 8. Woolfson (the President) and Mr. § 
Winestone. Mr. Woolfson said that it was very gratifying to see that the 
hopes and endeavours of their Committee during the past eighteen years 
had not been in vain. 

Mr. 8. Shieff presented a silver trowel to Mr. IL. Daets, Chairman of 
tho Building Fuad Committee, in recognition of his services. Mr. 
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Dacta having laid the foundation stono, a nuaiber of psalms were read by 
the Rey. E. P. Phillips, ; 

Tho Curer Rapes, the course of anu address, said that they 
bad read in the Sedra of Saturday last the commandment, “ And 
ye shall make unto Me 4 sanctuary that I may dwell among 
you.” This was the law of tho Lord that came to Moses. To fulfill that 
commandment properly they were not only to build their Tabernacle but 
they were touse it. For God not only desired todweli in His Tabernacle, 
but also in their hearts, like the incense which filled the Tabernacle of old, 
He hoped that the synagogue they were building would be the plant of 
hope in their hearts and in the hearts of their children for generationr. 
He prayed teat God would grant that the house of worship which would 
arise in that spot would have an altar of incense, and that the incense that 
would arise from that altar would fill the Sanctuary, and then tho 
hearts and souls ofthe people. The Chief Rabbi concladed with a Prayer. 

A ban «juet followed at the Grosvenor Restaurant, at which Mr. Maurice 
Bloch, J.P., presided, The Chief Rabbi, in responding toa vote of thanks, 
said that their daty wassimplo and might be summed up in the ancient 
Jowish saying, “Acoustom thyself to complete a good work.” They 
required £17,000 for the building, and they bad only about £9,000 in hand. 
They had therefore to raise another £*#,000. He appealed for tho sum 
required to completo the work. 

Other speakers included Mesare. M. Bioch, L. Daets, 8. Woolfson and 
B. Lazarus, Mr. Robert Macdonald, M.P., for Cathcart, tho Rev. E P. 
Phillips, and Baillie D. Mason. Ino the course of the evening the Chair- 
man announced that Me. Daets had given a donation of 200 guineas to tho 
building fund.

The Slamannan Convalescent Home. 


From Mr. Jd. Fox. 


To the Editor of Tue JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


§1R,—In consequence of absence from home I was unable to 
attend the recent meeting of the Board of Guardians, the report 
of which appeared in your last issue. Had I been present I would 
have had something to say on the matter of the Convalescent Home 
at Slamannan. This institution cannot be dismissed with the threat 
that unless support is forthcoming it will have to be closed. Ita 
history and the story of its origin deserve to be stated in order to 
remind my coreligionists in Glasgow not only of their pride at 
baving such a Home, but also of their responsibility to seo it on a 
strong footing. This Home was opened some four years ago as the result 
of many years of bard work on the part of the iate Rev. Inaac Levine and 
others, who formed the Executive of the Jewish Hospital Society. It was 
felt that such a Home was a vital necessity. As soon as this Home at 
Slamannan was opened, donations poured in, and the local community 
soon bought the house and furnished it, and rallied to the side of its pro- 
moters. The results justified the onterprise, for during these four yeara 
no less than one thousand patients have enjoyed its advantages. The 
trouble at present is this—the subscribers are not prompt in their pay- 
ments, the enthusiasm has waned, tho Committee needs strengthen- 
ing, and more efforts must be made to ensure a systematic and punctual 
collection of subscriptions. Iam afraid that I cannot exonerate the Friendly 
Societies from the charge of having landed us into this dificult position. 
We are in a deficit of between £100 and £500, largely due to the fact that 
the members of tho Friendly Societies do not pay their adequate share 
of the actual cost of their own members. Whereas, in london, the 
members pay one penny per week for each society to which they are 
attached, no such sound principle is in vogue hero, In Glasgow, wives 
and children have the benefit of the Home, and all the payment that is 
made is one penny per week, irrespective of the number of societies to 
which each man belongs. The whole collection from the Societies 
averages about £80 per annum, a small sum, when we remember the 
great strength of the movement in Glasgow. I suggest that before there 
is any talk of closing tho Home (a danger which may lead the present 
subscribers to withdraw their help) a meeting of the founders and sub- 
seribers be convened, and a strong committee be formed to take such steps 
as will ensure this great institution being placed upon a sure and self- 
supporting foundation.

Jewish Drama League. 


Under the auspices of the Olive Bocial Club, a lecture on “ Jowish 
Drama” was given last Taesday to the members by Mr. Charles Solomon 
(Hon. Seerctary of the Jewish Drama Lesgue). Mr. Louis Cowen, who 
presided, ssid that he did not know what Mr. Solomon meant by Jewish 
drama. Possibly at the end of his lecturo those present might know, and 
possibly Mr. Solomon bimnself might know. 

Mr. Solomon said that Jewish drama, as he understood it, meant 
something more than plays about Jews or by Jews. It must show them 
the real Jew as he was, both good and bad, mean and noble, contemptible 
and heroic. But desirable though that was in itself, it was not and could 
not be the aim and objectot Jewish Drama. Drama, like every art, must 
be creative and must be complete in itaelf. The Jewish Drama had still 
another and more important function. Although it might present the 
real Jew on the stage, faithfully, withoud venom and without flattery, 
that was not enongh. It was not enough to express Jews, it must express 
Judaism. it was an essential part of our faith that the Jews bad been 
entrusted with a message for the world, Modern Jewry believed that 
that message could beat be delivered by an intensive education in Jewish 
cultare and self-expression. Was there a better medium of education 
or mode of expression in the world than the Drama? Of Jewish 
drama such as he bad attempted to describe they had none. Expenses 
of production were to. day so great that only a millionaire, a philanthropist, 
or aluvatio would ster¢e a play that had no chanoco of a decent run. 
Hence a man would not write a play unless he saw some prospect of 
adequate production for it, Whatincentive, then, had a Jewish author 
to write a truly Jewish play—a play whicb, under present conditions, he 
might as well throw into the wastepaper basket for all the likelihood 
there was of his ever seeing it produced? But if they could come to him 

and say that a Jewish Drama League existed which was ready and 
willing, if his play was good enough, to give it a first-class production with 
a West End cast, and with a professional producer, there was an 
incentive, a prospect that would make any Jewish writer worth his salt 
ready and anxious to do Jewish work.

Ib 
is essential to the prosperity of the community atlarge. Our lack of 


this very necessary quality has always been our undoing. ‘To quote - 


an example. About two thousand years ago, when Titus and his army 


beleaguered Jerusalem, tho inhabitants of the city, instead of uniting 


as one firm body to repel the invasion, massacred each other ‘ until 
their blood fowed in streams outside the walls of their city.’ Tho 
enemy then had nothing more to do than sit and wait until the Jews 


so weakened themselves that they had no strength left in them to_ 


oppose Titus and his cohorts, who then made very little work of taking 
Jerusalem. This trait of insubordination can be traced right through 
the ages to ourowntime. To-day, in provincial towns, where thero 
are, say, twenty Jewish families, one finds almost as many sections. 
Jews are often disrespectful to those whom they themselves bave 
elected over them, They disagree with their Minister, whom they 
appointed as their spiritual guide, and segregate entirely from the 
original congregation. The greatest question agitating Jewry to-day, 
the national question, affords another example of our lack of discipline. 
If we were united, as we should be, Palestine would have been ours
